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IRELAND AND THE POPE. 


TAKING a survey of the condition of affairs in the United Kingdom 
at the present moment, no overt signs of discontent or agitation 
are apparent, with one exception. We were about to say that 
that exception was Ireland, but the more correct phrase certainly 
is; that the only exception is to be found in Ireland. We are not 
prepared to bring a wholesale accusation against that country on 
account of the sound and fury of a faction of a faction. The 
movement which has been got up in reference to the present 
position and future prospects of the Papal power bears on the face 
of it the features of a line of action which is now so worn out in 
Treland as to require something like galvanism to give it the like- 
ness of vitality. The time has been when master-hands like those 
of O’Connell worked what we may call this politico-personal 
engine of power with immense effect. The character of the 
scene of its operations, its accessories, and, above all, the capa- 
bilities of its agents, have all suffered a change; and that which 
was skilfully invested with such artistic excellence as to wear 
avery close resemblance to reality, now, by the poverty and 
want of resource of its managers, appears in all its rudeness as a 
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sham. Agitation in Ireland in the hands of its former professors 
was, after all, something like a frieze coat, on which glittered 
gold lace enough to keep the eye from dwelling on the 
coarser material ; but in the hands of its present apostles all the 
roughness, and even the threadbareness, of the garment is 
palpable'to the most casual observation. In these latter days of 
the legislative union between England and Ireland there has 
sprung up a class of persons who, mediocrities in position and 
ability, have, by that force of circumstances which may be de- 
scribed in the words “ for want of better,” risen to the dignity of 
public men. Many of them are representatives of Irish consti- 
tuencies in Parliament, where they constitute a confederation 
wholly unmanageable by its own members, and which, in its indi- 
vidualities, presents none of the higher characteristics of their 
race, They are not eloquent, they are not witty, and their very 
patriotic talk is hollow and tinkling. It is only in their inconse- 
quence and want of judgment that they develop their nationality. 
The political existence of these men. depends, first on the 
fiat of the Roman Catholic priesthood, and next on their doing 
something to earn the suffrages of their patrons. Happily for 
their country, its grand grievances and its real causes of 





complaint are passing away. There is no question now as 
to the principles on which Ireland is to be governed; the only 
matter for consideration is the mode of their practical application ; 
and we can look forward with confidence to the influence of 
time, the universal healer, for the consummation of that state of 
things which will cause the social condition of that part of the 
United Kingdom to bear no more distinctive mark than is to be 
found in the different counties of England. 

In this special dearth of matter for agitation, which is to the 
public men of Ireland whom we have attempted to describe the 
air they breathe, they have fallen on a question which they may 
vex, and have attempted an opposition to that dealing with the 
temporal power of the Pope which is just at this moment threat- 
ened. Wow, in considering this subject, it ought never to be lost 
sight of that here is no question of the spiritual power of the 
Pope. The argument is based on political and social grounds 
alone. Italy is to be restored to the Italian people in a national 
and a popular sense ; and in her very midst stands an obstacle of 
the greatest magnitude to the regeneration of that country, in the 
shape of a governmental system, as compared with which that of 
Naples is pure, free, and paternal. It is for the idea of the preser- 
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vation of this state of things that Ireland is frighted from its pro- 
priety by the bathetic elocution of half-extinct members of the 
wholly extinct Irish Brigade, who seem to be endeavouring to 
revive their claim to another title with which they were at one 
time invested—namely, ‘‘the Pope’s Brass Band.” For this ob- 
ject, which to the professors of the Roman Catholic religion is but 
an abstraction after all—a matter no way vitally connected with the 
exercise or the existence of their faith—we have loud utterings of 
sentiments disloyal, not merely in the sense of disrespect to the 
Sovereign of these realms, though even that has not been wanting, 
but in that of allegiance to their common country ; wishes for foreign 
invasion ; and all those blatant denunciations of men and policy 
which so eminently distingu‘shes if it does not adorn the profes. 
sional agitator in Ire'and. The movement has probably now 
reached its climax, for we learn that money is to be raised to 
assist the Pontiff in his struggle against the foes—not of his 
spiritual power, not of his personal dignity, title, wealth, or in- 
fluence—but of a system of government prevailing in his 
territories which, if he could but emerge from the cloud 
of prejudice and mystification which is so sedulously 
banked vp around him, Pio Nono would be the chief to 
condemn and the most anxious to determine. Onca more 
the “potato-phagi” of Ireland, the mere possessors of pence, 
are to be called on for a “rent,” which this time weara the form 
of a subsidy to the successor of St. Peter. Already a somewhat 
suggestive incident has arisen out of this phase of the agitation. 
A man whose needs were pressing has been detected in obtaining 
money by the false pretence that he was_ collecting subscriptions 
in aid of the Pope, and has suffer ed the penalty of imprisonment. 
This isa type and an illustration of the whole business. These 
loud postulants for the integrity of the dominion of wrong and 
evil in the Papal territories are just endeavouring to raise contri- 
butions towards the sustenance of their political and public ex- 
istence on hollow, unsound, and untrue pretexts, as did this poor 
man toe supply his natural wants. Conviction and its conse- 
quences, it is to be hoped, will equally follow. 

Never at any time presenting a sound, consistent, and durable 
aspect, already we see symptoms that this agitation is approaching 
collapse, We have it, on the authority, direct and to be implied, 
of the press of Ireland, that the movement was growing “ flat 
and unprofitable” before the Emperor of the French had prac- 
tically sent forth his adherence to the state of things which is 
comprehended in the phrase, “ Rome and a garden for t&e Pope.’ 
Since then its decadence and cessation has become only a question 
of time, more or less short. When the two leading Powers of 
Europe are consentaneous in policy, far stronger elements of 
resistance must yield than are represented by a section of politicians 
and ‘a portion of the Catholic priesthood of Ireland. In their 
despite, as in the despite of far greater than they, it has been 
determined that no dealing with the subject of Italian nationality 
can be undertaken without making the reorganisation of the 
temporal power of the Pope its first step. Italy, remapped and 
constitutionally established, would be a Governmental and social 
failure, if that political Alsatia, the secular realm of the Pontifi, 
remained untouched in its very centre. In truth, it is asserted 
that the only persons whom the late declaration of the Emperor 
of the French in this matter has not taken by surprise are a large 
majority of the high Romish clergy themselves, and that the ideas 
which were promulgated by means of the pamplet “ The Pope and 
the Congress” have been anticipated in discussions in the inner 
chambers of the Papal Palace itself. Sober, rational, and thinking 
Roman Catholics on this side of the Channel (we need hardly 
refer to the utter failure of atteinpts to get up meetings of 
sympathy with the Pope in this country) and the professors of 
that religion in Ireland who are influenced by a like sensible 
national acceptance of that faith, as distinguished from ultra- 
montane unreasonableness and pretension, will hardly fail to 
acquiese, even if silently, in that new order of things which, in 
their deeper contemplation, they must long have azcustomed 
themselves to believe inevitable. Nay, more than this, we believe 
that ere long the people of Ireland —those playthings and tools 
of pretended friends and false leaders—will leara that the appeals 
which are being made to their passionate, impulsive natures are 
born of no pure religious sentiment, but are but the offspring of 
a struggle, growing daily more hopeless, on the part of a class 
among their countrymen for personal aggrandisement and political 
position. 





RIFF AND THE RIFFIANS. 


Toe Riff cov extends from the frontier of the Algerian pos- 
sessions of the French to Tetuan, a length of rather more than two 
hundred miles by thirty wide. It consists of mountains running 

e} to the coast. © Riff is divided into two unequal paris by 
the Cape Tres Forcas. The inhabitants occupy villages on the to 
of the rocks near the coast, which are very high. They are almost all 
pirates, and are constantly on the watch for merchant-ships. When 
they see one becalmed a body of them puts off in four or five vessels, 
onal containing about thirty men, and massacres the crew, pillages 
the cargo, and destroysthe ship. On the preceding page we have an Fa- 
graving representing a night-attack bythe R ffian pirates. In the gorges 
of their snow-topped mountains the pirates seek a refuge after their 
expeditions, many times have armies sent to subject them found 
the task impossible. The Emperor of Morocco only exercises nomi- 
nal authority over these tribes, and is well satisfied when they pay 
him a small annual tribute. The Riffians are brave, sober, and in- 
defatigable, like their ancestors, whom the Romans conquered, but 
were not able to subject. The shade of a tree, beneath which they 
spread their rats, a little oatmeal and dried fruits for food, and gua- 
powder and arms to fight, are all that they need. They make uso of 
the lasso, like the Gauchos of America, and of long, poniards. 

On the coasts of the Riff, Spain possesses four places, Melilla, 
Alhucemas, Pegnon de Velez, and Ceuta, which she has fortified, 
and which she utes as presidios, or prisons for criminals. These 
places are of little political or commercial importa ~«, but if they 
were to fall into the hands of the Moors they would ! . »me nests of 

s. Ceuta is at the entrance of a small peninsula, which is 
defended on the side of the sea by a steep mountain called Almina 
(one of the columns of Hercules), and is very strongly fortified both 
at the sea and land sides. Its port is a bad one, elilia is also on 
a small peninsula, composed of rocks. Alhucemas and Poznon de 
Velez are less strongly fortitied. 

Richardson says of the provinces of Riff and Garet that they are 
“inhabited a warlike and semi-barbarous race of Berbers, over 
whom the peror of Morocco exercises an extremely precarious 
authority. Among these tribes Abd-el-Kader sought refuge and 
support when he was obliged to retire from Algeria, and where he 
defed all the power of the Imperial Government for several months. 
Had the Emir chosen, he could have remained in Riff till this time ; 
but be determined to try his strength with the Sultan in a pitched 


battle, which should decide his fate. The savage Riffians assemble 
for barter and trade on market days, which are occasions of fierce 
and incessant quarrels among themselves, when it is not unusual 
for two or three persons to be left dead on the spot. Should any 
unfortunate vessel strike on these coasts, the crew find themselves 
in the hands of inhuman wreckers. No European traveller has ever 
visited these provinces, and we may state positively that journeying 
here is more dangerous than in the farthest wastes of the Sahara. 
Spanish renegades, however, are found among them, who have 
escaped from the’ presidios, or 7 settlements. The Riff country 
is full of mines, and is bounded south by one of the lesser chains of 
the Atlas running parallel with the coast. Forests of cork c'othe 
the mountain slopes. The Berbers graze their herds and flocks in 
the deep green valleys, and export «uantities of skins,” 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 

A singular statement 1s conveyed in one of Mr. Reuter’s telegrams 
from Paris. We are told that some time ago, when the Zurich 
Conferences seemed likely to produce no result, the English Cabinet 
proposed a — pone between France and England for the 
settlement of Central Italy, and that Count Walewski consequently 
tendered his resignation, but withdrew it when the Moniteur 
published a note recommending the restoration of the Grand Duke 
of Tuscany. Lord Cowley’s journey to London, the telegram goes 
on to say, was undertaken with a view to resume the interrupted 
negotiations ; and the two Governments are now discussing a basis 
for proposals to the other Great Powers, England having always 
admitted that the territorial arrangements of 1815 cannot be modi- 
fied without the concurrence of all the Great Powers. The Times 
— this statement as of authority, urging that, whilstanxious for 
an alliance with France, there is no necessity for any special treaty, 
as the French Emperor has it entirely in his own hands to settle 
Central Italy as he pleases. 

The Moniteur of Wednesday publishes a speech of the Pope to 
General Guyon, and a letter from the Emperor Napoleon to his 
Holiness, both of which are given entire in another column. 

The Moniteur states that at areview on Wednesday of some infantry 
and cavalry regiments, in the courtyard of the Tuileries and on the 
Place du Carrousel, the Prince Imperial, accompanied by his squire, 
took his place on horseback on the left of the Emperor, and bowed 
ouaciontie in reply to loud cries of “Vive !Empéreur !” ‘‘ Vive 
l'Impératrice ?” ‘* Vive le Prince Imperial /” 

The first State ball of the season at the Tuileries took place on 
Wednesday evening. 

The French Legislative Session, it is said, will open on the 6th of 
February, 

Prince Jerome has perfectly recovered from his recent indisposi- 
tion, and is now able to go out. 

The Moniteur announces that Prince Louis Lucien Bonaparte has 
been named Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour. This honour 
has been conferred on the Prince, it is said, less on account of his 
near relationship to the Emperor than for his distinction as a philo- 
logist and his general literary attainments. Tho Prince habitually 
resides in England, where he pursues his literary and scientific re- 
searches, undisturbed by political cares or official occupation. 

Marshal M‘Mahon will, it is asserted, replace Marshal Vaillant, as 
Commander of the French Army in Italy. 

Marshal Canrobert, whom several of the Paris papers have been 
sending off to Rome on a special mission, has just left Paris to 
resume his military command at Nancy. 

Lord Cowley arrived in Paris from London on Tuesday. 

The Gazette de France has received a first warning from the Minister 
of the Interior. , 

The Academy has decided that the election of a successor to M. 
Tocqueville shall take place on the first Thursday in February. 

Mr. Cobder. sttended the monthly dinner of the Society of Political 
Economists in Paris yesterday week. The conversation turned 
chiefly on the Isthmus of Suez scheme. Mr. Cobden observed that 
the opposition in England was not from the trading community, but 
from diplomatists, and even that had much diminished. 

Mr. Archer Gurney, Incumbent of the English Episcopal Church 
in Paris, writes to the 7'imes, stating that the church has been sud- 
denly shut by order of the French Minister of Public Instruction. It 
appears that for some time a Church-of-England service has been 
celebrated in the French language. On Saturday last Mr. Garney 
says—‘‘ Two functionaries entered my room, bringing with them a 
formal prohibition on the part of the Prefect to celebrate Divine 
service any more, in any way whatever, in our chapel. I went straight 
to the Embassy and consulted our Chargé 4’ Affaires, in the absence 
of Lord Cowley, the Hon. William Grey.” After considerable trouble 
Mr. Gurney obtained permission to celebrate the English services 
next day, but, this done, the church remains closed. ‘‘I intend, 
(he says) going straight to the foot of the throne—I mean to the 
Emperor of the French—and appealing to that sense of right and love 
of religious liberty which I believe to be powerful in his breast.” 


SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

The Queen and the newly-born Princess are going on well, 

Marshal O'Donnell’s army has fairly commenced its movement 
towards Tetuan, but its progress appears to be slow, and will 
evidently be fiercely disputed by the Moors. A series of telegrams 
report the passage of the army through the passes to the north of 
the Negro Valley, on the road to Tetuan, without serious opposition. 
On the 4th a body of 4000 Moors assailed the Spaniards in the Black 
Valley, but they were repelled and dispersed by the fire of the 
Spanish artillery. In this affair Queen Isabella’s troops had only 
five men killed and nineteen wounded; but the Madrid telegram 
which conveys the intelligence gives no estimate of the Moorish 
losses. Still, the fact that the Moors were once more the aszailants 
shows that they have not been dispirited by their defeat at Cas- 
tillejos, in spite of the heavy losses said to have been sustained b 
them on that occasion, when the Spaniards, as we are now informed, 
had seventy-three killed and four hundred and eighty-one wounded. 

The Spanish forces carry provisions for five days. Their advance 
into the interior, though it extends over asmall space only, has put 
an end to the direct telegraphic communication with the army. 
The health of the Spanish troops in and around Ceuta is said to bs 
improving. It is stated that the army is to be considerably increased. 


ITALY. 

A despatch from Rome, dated Wednesday, states that the Dake of 
Grammont has demanded to be released from his functions as French 
Ambassador at the Papal Court. 

Count Walewski’s dismissal from office appears to have deepened 
the impression made on the Pope’s mind by M. de la Gueronnitre’s 
ow | omag Yesterday week, after the ceremonies of ear ay 

ad been concluded, the Pontiff convoked the principal Cardinais, 
and declared to them that he would suffer exile and martyrdom rather 
than be wanting to the trust conferred upon him by God. A letter 
from Rome, of an earlier date, announces that on the 28th ult. a 
Council of Cardinals resolved to suspend Cardinal Antonelli’s de- 
parture for Paris ‘‘until the temporal rights of the Church are 
recognised as the basis of all discussion in the Congress.” Mean- 
while the Papal Government is recruiting its army and treasury as 
best it may, supplies of money being, if we may believe the 
Independance Belge, furnished from Ireland and Germany, while men 
are obtained from Germany and Austria. A letter from Louis 
Napoleon to the Pope, in which the latt®r is recommended, for the 
peace of Europe, to make a sacrifice of the revolted provinces, and 
an “ Allocution” of the Pope to General Goyon, the Commander of 
the French army in Rome, on New- Year's Day, in which his Holiness 
calls the pamphlet of M..de le Gueronniére a signal monument of 
hypocrisy and a vile tissue of contradictions, have been published, 
and will both be found in another part of this paper.

An address of the most flattering character was presented by 
the Municipahty of Milan to Marshal Vaillant, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the French army in Italy,on New-Year’s Day. Tae Marshal, 
in his reply, said :—‘‘] am charmed by the testimony which you 
bear to the discipline of the army under my command. It remiins 
here to defend internal order and the independence of the country 
won upon the battle-field.” 

A letter from Rome states that Cardinal Antonelli, with the phi!o-- 
sopby characteristic of a great Statesman, passed the evening of the 
3lst ult. at the Palace of the French General, to see the old year out 
and the new yearin. The principal entertainment provided by the 
worthy General for his distinguished guests, comprisivg several 
members of the Sacred College and the French and Austrian Ambas- 
sadors, was the performance of a celebrated conjuror, who is now 
gcing the professional round of the re salousin Rome, The 
Cardinal Secretary of State occupied the centre place of honour in 
the first row of seats, exactly opposite the professor of magic, and 
condescended to furnish rings, pockst handkerchiefs, &+., for the 
various tricks, the most amusing of which, perhaps, was the losing 
and finding again, in a very unaccountable locality, of a certain key. 

We learn from Bologna that the Revolutionary Committes has 
organised manifestations in the neighbouring Papal provinces. Those 
which tock place in the theatres of Ancona and Pesaro are specially 
mentioned. On the authorities appearing in their boxes all the 
spectators left the theatres, as if in accordance with a preconcerted! 
arrangement. New pamphlets egainst the temporal power of the 
Pope have been published in the Legations and in Tuscany. 

Grmmendeters Buoncompagni, Governor-General of the Leagued 
Provinces of Central Italy, opened the winter seaion on New- 
Year’s Day with a Cowt bali at the Royal Palace, Florence, 
There was a startling incident ccnnected witn it not down in the 
programme. ‘‘Two bombshells or petards (writes the Times cor- 
respondext) were fired outside the doors of the Palace, where the 
ball had just commenced, doing, however, no greater damage than 
smashing a few window-panes. The party assembled—the very 
ladies, I am told—took no heed of it, and suffered the id!e detona- 
tion in no way to ruffle the surface of their serene brows.” 

The Milan Gazette states that a vast association of brigands has 
been formed in the neighbourhood of Milan ; that robberies to a con- 
siderable extent bave already been committed near that capital, and 
that the bodies of several persons, evidently murdered, have been 
found in the fields. The authorities have taken measures to put an 
end to this state of things. 

AUSTRIA. 

The Pesth correspondent of the Times writes, at the beginning of 
the new year, that what is very often the beginning of a general 
insurrection is now taking place in Transylvania—the Szekely popu- 
lation of that province are refusing to pay taxes. The Government 
is seriously alarmed ; and all the more so from the fact that the 
Szekely people are of the very purest Magyar race, and are conse- 
quently admired, and to a certain extent looked up to, by all the rest 
of the Hungarian nation. In the hope of terrifying the:e popula- 
tions, the Government ie marching large bodies of troops from 
Hungary into Transylvania, and intends to replace them by the 5th 
corps-d’armée from Venetia. 

If we may believe a telegram from Vienna, the Austrian Govern- 
ment has taken a step which, together with the obstinate reluctance 
of the Pope, must render a European Congress impossib'e. It has, 
we are told, ordered Prince Metternich to declare to the French 
Government that Austria will not negotiate on any other basis than 
that of the agreement of Villafranca and the Treaty of Zurich. 

In that part of Italy still under the sway of Austria her power is 
more tottering than ever, and she barely holds her own by the grip 
of astern military despotism. The people vie with each other as to 
who shall spurn Austrian amnesties and reject Austrian advances 
with greatest boldness and obstinacy. ‘The theatres of Venice, 
which, as a political demonstration, were no more visited by the in- 
habitants, have been closed by the directors. We give elsewhere an 
anecdote which shows the hatred of the people of Treviso to the

PRUSSIA, 


The draught of the new law for the reform of the army in Prussia 
is completed. The number of the line is to be increased by 35,000 or 
40,000 men, making a total of 125,000. Prussia is actively carrying 
on preparations for defence, and urges all the other States to do the 
same, 

The Elbeijeld Gazelle publishes the following details of the speech 
delivered by his Royal Highness the Prince Regent, on tha 1st of 
January, to the Generals and superior officers of the army :— 

The Prince Regent dwelt emphatically on the accord prevailing between 
himself and all the members of his Ministry, especially the Minister of 
Fimance, respecting the reorganisation of the army. He alluded at the 
same time to the fact that even his father, King Frederick W.ll\iam LIL., had 
intended to introduce certain reforms in the military organisation, but that 
his intentions kad met with obstacles in connection with certain points now 
arresting the attention of the Government. The rapid progress made (the 
Prince 'said) for several years past in the branches of industry and agri- 
culture renders certain changes indispensable in the military organisation 
calculatei to remove all impediments from the path of industrial activity, 
and prevent the resources of the treasury from suffering even for a sh r5 
pericd. Lastly, the Prince expressed the hope that the Diet during its next 
Session would second his and his Government's efforts for the realisation 
of those reforms the necessity of which should have been previously 
recognised. 

The Conference for the discussion of the question of fortifying 
the German coasts was opened at Berlin on Monday, under the 

residency of Lieutenant Moltke. On Tuesday the Prussian project 

or a system of common defence was submitted to the Conference. 

A number of the Protestant clergy of Prussia recently prasented 
to the Prince Regent an address, praying him to convoke a General 
—_ to draw up an organic constitution for the Evangelical Church 
of,the kingdom. The Prince, in his reply, said he could not comply 
with the request, as neither existing circumstances nor the text of 
the law permit him to act in such a summary and energetic manner. 
The question of the interests of the Evangelical Church will therefore 
be examined in the district Synods, which are about to be organised 
in conformity with the new communal law. 


HOLLAND. 

The Ministerial crisis has ended for the present by the Ministers 
who had offered their resignations consenting to renain in office, 
But the solution is only provisional, as the Chambers are about to be 
convoked to decide on the measures which led to the crisis, and on 
their votes will depend the fate of the Cabinet. Those measures 
are—a bill on publis works before the First Caamber, and a bill for 
constructing a canal from Amsterdam to the sea which is before the 
Second Chamber. 

UNITED STATES. 


The President’s Message, an abstract of which is given in our Sup- 
plement, was taken to the Senate on the 27th ult., and was read after 
a division. ,The House of Representatives adopted a resolu tion 
ordering it to be laid on the table until the House organised. The 
latest division for Speaker gave Mr. Sherman 101 votes, 105 being 
necessary. 

A postal convention had been executed between the Postmaster- 
General of the United States and the Belgian Minister, establishing a 
regular correspondence in closed mails between the Unitei States 
and Belgium, to be conveyed via England once a week or oftener. 

The South Carolina Legislature had adopted a resolution that

property from every enemy, and that for the purposes of military 
preparation for any emergency the sum of 100,000 dols. be app 
wriated. The Senate also adopted a resolution that, while still de- 
erring to her Southern sisters, she respectfully announces to them 
that, in her judgment, the safety and honour of the Slave-holding 
States imperatively demand a speedy separation from the Free- 
soil States of the Confederacy, and earnestly invites and urges her 
sister States of the South to originate the movement of Southern 
separation, in which she pledges herself promptly to unite. 

Eight citizens of Ottawa, Illinois, have been indicted under the 
Fugitive Slave Law for aiding in the rescue of an alleged fugitive 
slave. 

The Charleston Legislature had suspended the Act requiring banks 
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to have a certain amount of specie in their vaults as a basis of cir- 
culation until June, 1861. 

There has been a great fire in Beekman and Fulton streots, New 
York.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the imports of staple goods, busi- 
ness is stated to be very dull. Speculation in flour has been carrie1 
to an inordinate point, and has been followed by a reaction from £33 
to £18 per ton, which was expected to lead to several cases of em- 
barrassment in that trade. The agricultural and pastoral interests 
continue to make good progress, and the harvest, which is in course 
of being gathered, is expected to be above an average. Respecting 
the mining industry of the colony, it is reiterated in the South Aus- 
tralian Register of November 19 that ‘‘ the nortbern country is now 
ascertained to be rich in mineral wea’th almost beyond precedent.” 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Advices from Victoria to the 23rd of November report that a 
steamer had arrived there from New Westminster with about 100,09) 
doilars in gold and 175 passengers. The passengers give a flattering 
account of the Upper Fraser River diggings, but the prospect of a 
severe winter was causing the entire abandonment of that rezion 
till spring. Lower Fraser River was free of ice, and the miners were 
disposed to remain during the winter. About 1500 miners remain 
at the Vancouver diggings. The general impression at Fraser River 
was that there would Ss an immigration of 10,000 into British 
Columbia by the close of March, but there does not appear any gocd 
foundation for these extravagant expectations. Major Downie was 
on his way down from the Upper Fraser Liver region by tho Lillivet 
trail and Port Douglas. There were reports of his having mvie 
some valuable geographical dis:overies on h's journey from the corst 
to Fort Alexander, among which were a chain of lakes exteadinz 
alorg the route 150 miles; so that steamers drawing twelve inches of 
water can navigate a distance of 100 miles further than steamers 
drawing four feet, which latter run on Senass River, and a practi- 
cable portage of 40 miles will then reach Fort Alexander. Thesa 
reports are looked upon at Victoria as important, as, if true, the 
upper mining districts will be much more accessible than heretofore, 
beirg brovght almost within water communication of Victoria, 
Numerous buildings of wood and brick were being erected at Victoria, 
and real estate was said to be rising, . 


The submarine cable between Singapore and Batavia has been 
successfully laid. Order has been re-established at Sarawak. 


The cigar-shaped steamer recently built at Baltimore is to be 
lengthencd sixty feet at each end. 

The clipper-ship Robin Hood arrived off the Start on Wednesday, 
from Hong-Kong, in 100 days. 

The number of omnibuses in Paris is to be doubled after the 
15th inst. (to-morrow). 

The Corricre Cremonese states that several frays occurred a few 
days back at Mantua between Hungarian and Austrian soldiers; also that 
the troops of the Duke of Modena expected to be sent into Hungary. 


The first turf was turned on the 20th of December for the 
commencement of the new Parliament buildings at Ottawa, the future 
capital of Canada. The citizens honoured the event by salutes, fire- 
works, &c.

THE POPE AND THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH. 
(From Wednesday's Moniteur.) 


We republish from the Giornale di Roma, of the 3rd of this month an 
Allocution pronounced on the first day of the year by the Holy Father, in 
reply to the congratulations which were offered him by the General Count 
Goyon, Commander-in-Chief of the French division in ths Pontifical States, 
at the head of the officers of that division :— 

“‘ Monsieur le Général,—If every year we have received with pleasure the 
good wishes which you have presented to us in the name of the brave 
officers and of the army which you so worthily command, these good wishes 
are doubly dear to us this day, on account of the succession of exceptional 
events which has taken place, and because you assure us that the French 
division in the Pontifical States is placed there for the defence of the rights 
of Catholiciem. May God bless you, then—you and the whole Freoch army ! 
May he likewise bless all classes of that generous nation ! 

** Prostrating ourselves at the feet of that God who was, is, and shall be 
throughout eternity, we implore Him in the humbleness of our heart to 
shed down aburdantly His blessings and His light on the august Caicf of 
that army and that nation, in order that, being guided by that light, he may 
walk safely in his difficult path, and, more than this, perceive the falsity of 
the principles which have been put forth in these Matter days in a work 
which may be termed a remarkable monument of hypocrisy and an ignoble 
tissue of contradictions. We hope that with the aid of that light—nay, 
more, we are persuaded that with the aid of that light he will condemn the 
principles contained in that work ; we are the more convinced of it because 
we possess certain decuments which some time ago his Majesty had the 
goodness to send tous, and which are a veritable condemnation of these prin- 
ciples. It is with this conviction that we —— God to shed His blessings 
on the Emperor, on his august Consort, on the Prince Imperial, and on the 
whole of France.” 

This Allocution (says the Moniteur) would, perhaps, not have been pro- 
nounced if his Holiness had previously received the letter which his Majesty 
the Emperor addressed to him on the 3lst of December, and the text of 
which we give below :— 

** Most Holy Father,—The letter which your Holiness was so good as to 
write me on December 2 has touched me deeply, and I shall reply with 
perfect frankress to the appeal to my loyalty. 

**One of my greatest afxieties, both during and siace the war, has been 
the situation of the States of the Church; and, truly, among the powerful 
reasons which have induced me to make peace so promptly mvst be 
reckoned the fear of seeing the revolution acquire every day greater propor- 
tions. Facts have an inexorable logic ; and, in spite of my devotion to the 
Hvly See—in spite of the presence of my troops at Rome—I could not escape 
from being involved to a certain extent (‘‘je ne pouvais échapper 4 une 
certaine solidarité avec”) in'the effects of the national movement excited 
in Italy by the struggle against Austria. 

** As soon as peace was concluded I hastened to write to your Holiness, 
ard to submit to you the ideas best adapted, in my opinion, to bring about 
the pacification of the Romagna; and I still think that if at that time 
your Holiness had consented to an administrative separation of those 
provinces, and to a nomination of a lay governor, they would have re- 
turned to your authority. Unbappily that did not take place, and I have 
fuund myself powerless to arrest the establishment of the new régime. My 
efforts have had no further result than to prevent the insurrection from 
spreading, and the resignation of Garibaldi has preserved the Marches of 
Ancona from certain invasion. 

* Now the Congress is going to assemble, the Powers would not disregari 
the incontestable rights of the Holy See over the Legations; nevertheless, 
it is probable that they will be in favour of not having recourse to violence 
in crder to bringthem to submission. For, if that submission were obtained 
‘by the aid of foreign troops, it would necessitate another long-continued 
military occupation of the Legations. Such an occupation would a vaken 
the hatrede and the animosities of a great portion of the Ita‘ian people, 
as well as the jealousy of the great Powers; it would, in fact, perpetuste 
a state of irritation, of uneasiness, and of fear. 

** What, then, remains to be done—for it is clear that this uncertainty 
cannot last for ever? After a serious examination of the difiiculties and 
the dangers which the different combinations presented—I say it with 
sincere regret, and however painful the solution may he —what appoars to 
me mest in accordance with the true interests of the H sly See is to mike 
a sacrifice of the revolted provinces. If the Holy Father, for the reposé of 
Europe, were to renounce those provinces which for the last fifty years 
have caused s0 much embarrassment to his Government, and were in 
exchange to demand from the Powers that they should guarantee him 
possession of the remainder, I do not doubt of the immediate restoration 
of order. Then the Holy Father would assure to grateful Italy peace 
curing long years, and to the Huly See the peaceful p2sscssion of the States 
of the Church. 

‘Your Holiness, I am delighted to believe, will not misunderstand the 
sentiments which animate me; you will comprehend the difficulty of my 
situation ; you will interpret kingly the frankness of my language, remem- 
bering all that I have done for the Catholic religion and for its august Chief. 

“*T have expressed all my thoughts without reserve, and I thought it in- 
dispensable to do £0 before the Congress. But I beg your Holiness, what- 
ever may be your decision, to believe that it will in no respect change the 
line of conduct which I have always observod in regard to yor 

‘*Thanking your Holiness for the Apost lic blessing which 3 
to the Empress, tothe Prince Imperial, and to me, I renew 
assurance of my profound veneration.

The improvement of India cotton could 
only be achieved by the application of capital and private enterprise, for it 
was impossible that serfs squatting on the soil, cultivating patches for a 
bare subsietence, could find means to procure improved varieties of seed, or 
expend their time in devising plans for the better cleaning of cotton, so as 
to render it more suitable for the European market.

LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD.

OPENING OF THE PRUSS!AN CHAMBERS. 

Ber in, Thursday.—The Prussian Chambers were opened to-d iy 
by his Royal Highness the Prince Regent. The Royal speech mea 
tions the events of European importance which have lately taken 
place, and states that after the conclusion of peace Pruassit, on tho 
joint invitation of France and Austria, had declared her readiness to 
take pert in a Congress to deliberate on the proper measures to bs 
taken for the pacification of Italy and the durable consolidation of 
ber interna) affairs. The Royal speech then recals the manifestation 
of the desire for a reform of the Federal Constitution and says 
Prussia will always consider herself the natural representative of the 
effort (strelen) for increasing the strength of the nation and effica- 
ciously promoting German interests in general. The Prussian 
Government wishes that the action of the Federal Diet should. in its 
relations with the co: stitution of separate States, be confined within 
the strictest limits of competent intervention. Prussia, therefore, 
thinks it her duty, in reference to the Constitution of Electoral 
Hesse, to recommeni the re-establishment of the Constitution of 
1831, after removing all the articles which may be contrary to the 
Federal Act, as beivg in accordance with that principle. The Prince 
Regent further said that, united with his German confederates, he is 
constantly endeavouring to obtain for the German provinces of Den 
mark a legitimate Constitution conformable to the rccognised com- 
mon law of the country, and to have the interregnum settled in a 
satisfactory manner. The projects of law to be submitted to the 
Chambers relate to the question of the land-tax, the provincial re- 
presentation, the limitation of the electoral <dtstricts, matrimonial 
rights, general liability to military service, and the financial mea 
sures connecied therewith. In conclusion, the Prince Regent said :— 
‘It is not the intention of the Government to violate the be- 
quest (vermiichtniss) of a great period. The Prussian army will 
in future be also the Prussian people in arms.” 


Mapnrib, Thursday.—On Monday last the Span‘sh army wis one 
league from Tetuan.

FRANKFORT, Thursday.—In to-day’s sitting of the Federal Diet 
the military committee delivered its report on the proposal of the 
Wurzburg conference for the fortification of the coasts. On the 
demand of Prussia the vote was deferred for a fortnight. 

VERONA, Jan. 11.—It is stated that a violation of the boundary 
having occurred at the frontiers of Modena, Major-General Lippert 
has proceeded there. Field Marshal Lieutenant Crenneville has left 
for Desenzano to join the committee for the regulation of the Sar 
dinian boundary, the seat of which is at Peschiera. 

MARSEILLES, Thursday. — General Montauban, Commander-in- 
Chief of the French expedition to China, arrived here on Tuesday 
evening, and would embark to-day with his Staff on beard the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company's steamer for 
Alexandria. Madame Bourbahon, the wife of the rench Ambas- 
sador in China, would also leave by the same steamer. 








DranacGE oF Rio DE Janemo-—The capital of the Brazilian 
Em pire, althongh blessed with a ealubrious climate, euffers periodicilly 
frcm pcstilences caused by the entire city retaining the refuse of its inha-

American Citizensutp. — A commentary on the boasted 
frecdorm and equality of every citizen of the United States is afforded bya 
correspondence which has taken place between Mr. Dallas, the American 
Minister in Londen, end Mise Sarah Remond, a free-born lady of colour. 
Miss Remond, in having the United States a short time ayo ona visit to 
Eurepe, was provided by Secretary Cass with the passport usually fur 
nithed to citizens of the United States. After spending some time in Eng 
land, she preceeded tothe American Embassy in London for the p irpose of 
having her passport viséd fur France; but the person in charge of the offive 
refused to comply with her request, on the ground that her complexion 
happened to be dark. She next applied tothe Minister himself, but with 
an equally unsuceestful result. Mr. Dallas told her that in her case it was 
“manifestly an impossibility by law that citizenship should exist;’ an 
fvrther pleaded instructions which he had received from his Guverament in 
1856, although Mr. Cass’s passport was dated two years later,

Mr. 8S. Warren at Hurt.—In addressing the grand jury at 
Hull, yesterday week, Mr. 8.

we ray do eo hopefully, despite several causes for anxiety, grief, and 
humiliation. While shocked by the disclosures in our criminal courte— 
in cur Bankrvptcy and Insolvency Courts, and the revolting reve- 
laticns of the Divorce Court—and by cases every now and then occurring 
cf guilt and profiigacy not amenable to our criminal tribunals (of which 
we bave very 1ecently, according to common report, had instances), but 
attracting to them the abhorrence and joathing disgust of socicty at large— 
let us with reverent thankfulness to God acknowledge that the heart of 
scciety in our country is sound, even—to go no further—as testified by the 
extent and intensity of that loathing and abhorrence to which I have 
allnded. Never, egain, were works of piety and charity done on 60 vast 4 
scale, never did Christian munificence shine moreresplendently, its profuse 
pees being almcst equalled by its enlightened and systematic discrimination 
Ite influence is seen on every side, and pervades all ranks and classes of 
society, net only directly relieving waut, and succouring misery, often wth 
a lovely, a heavenly secrecy aud obtrusiveness, but stnoothing inevitable 
distinctions, relaxing the stringency of rightful demands, promoting th:

By 
this time the excitement attendant on the terrible incidents of 
the mutiny proper had subsided; confidence in the ultimate 
result was restored; and the interest felt was referable prin- 
cipally, if not wholly, to a campaign in the more o 
sense of the term. Now, it is useless to deny that events in 
India, even in the case of wars and great battles, when they 
have not been mixed up with great calamities, reach the 
sensorium of the English public very considerably neutralised 
by the effects of time and distance.

THe MASTER-KEY TO PUBLIC OFFICES, AND CANDIDATES’ COMPLETE 
Instructor. By Joun Bovuiorr, Editor of the Civil Service 
Gazette. Houlston and Wright. 

This is a species of handbook for the Civil Service of this country. 

Its object is to show what places candidates for ——— in the 

various departments and offices under Government should seek— 

what steps they are to take—who are the patrons—what are the 
cunmiastlons, the , and qualifications required—the salaries— 
rules of promotion, Not so very long ago a work like this would 
have comprehended a decidedly cabalistic volume. But the system 
of competitive examinations for employment in the public service 
has opened a new field for the, we will not say ambition, but 
moderate aspirations of the young men of the middle class.

oo nominally thrown open to every candidate who can prove 

qualifications, entrance into the public service has still ita 
intricacies, and the way into a Government office is by no means so 
straight and clear as not to need a guide. It will not be until 
many editions of his book have been published that Mr. Boulger 
will be in a position to strike out of the catalogue of bis informations 
the phrase—‘“‘ Who are the patrons.” But still there is an opening, 
and, on the whole, a considerable opening, towards the attainment by 
educated young men of moderate competency, derived from occupa- 
tion which does not involve excessive labour.

SHOOTING AND FisHING In Lower Brittany. By Jonn Kemp, 
Longman, Green, and Co. 
The writer of this pleasant book is quite of an exploring turn. He 
has spent many a sporteman’s day by the tumbling Shin, the more 
sedate Thurso, and amid many other banks and braes of Bonny 
Scotland ; but the love of change and the dislike of renting ten 
thousand acres for the chance of sixty brace of grouse overcame him, 
and he sought for fresh sport among the Normans. With only his 
“Murray” in his hand, his gun and dog by his side, and not one scrap 
of information as w what were the most likely spots for game, he 
started on his tour, and hewed out a track for himself. Instead of 
parading a list of his sports at the end ot the time, he merely gives 
three or four answers to the imaginary inquiry ‘‘What was your 
best sport on any one day?’ and the best answers are, ‘ forty-four 








trout that weighed eee pounds English (as near as could be 
reckoned without my English weights, which been stolen),” and 
“ eight brace and a half of partridges, three hares, and two 
snipes.”

The 
red, the grey, and the rocket are the three kinds of partridges ; 
but the former do not increase as in England, and the latter, 
which are the mountain breed, are gradually dying out. The 
first grand flight of woodcocks visit the interior after the 10th 
of November ; and snipes, with the exception of a partiality 
for three or four famous bogs, are found among the broom.

THe NATURE AND TREATMENT OF GOUT AND RHEUMATIC GovT. 
By ALFRED B. Garrop, M.D., F.R.S., &. Walton and Maberly. 
If there be a malady better known among all classes of this country 
than that of any other we should say it is the disease treated of inthe 
work before us. It does not at all surprise us to be told that gout, 
or rheumatic gout, has been, from its earliest history to the present 
time, particularly obnoxious to empiricism. In no other disease has 
——- been more assiduously or more mischievously pursued ; 
and, where its nostrums have not proved injuriously absurd from 
their inertness, they have been too often pernicious from their 
activity; it stillis as it has ever been that gouty and rheumatic 
sufferers have surrendered themselves the willing dupes of every 
confident pretender. This doubtless has arisen from the want of a 
more accurate knowledge of the nature of the disease which hereto- 
fore prevailed, and which must have prevailed still had not that 
invaluable instrument the microscope m called in to aid the test- 
tube and the pathological anatomy of the enlightened physician of 
the present day. We now look to the labours of the microscopical 
and pathological anatomist for a clearer insight into morbid actions, 
and the lesions resulting therefrom, for a surer ar in the 
treatment and cure of diseased action in the human frame. 

Dr. Garrod evidently holds to the same opinion, and brings 
the results of many years’ extensive clinical experience to the inves- 
tigation of his subject. In a book of six hundred pages he ably sets 
forth his views, and has produced a work replete with valuable 
information. One important fact is arrived at by Dr. Garrod—that 
in every instance gouty inflammation is accompanied by a deposi- 
tion of urate of soda in a crystalline form ; and he considers this a 
pathognomonic sign of this disease, seeing that it is not found after 
any other inflammation. Numerous examples are given of this, and 
the microscopical appearance of the deposit as it occurs in cartilage, 
ligaments, and joints, is explained and beautifully illustrated. ‘Tho 
portion of the work devoted to the treatment of gout contains many 
important observations. He proposes a new remedy, the carbonate 
of lithia, which he looks upon as destined to become a valuable 
remedy in this and some other diseases. Dr. Garrod does not believe 
that rheumatic gout, commonly so called, is a distinct form of disease ; 
he, however, goes fully into the various affections, and describes the 
treatment called for in every case. The work throughout is one of 
so useful and practical a character that we have much pleasure in 
recommending it to the particular notice of the medical profession.

Or all the places in beautiful Normandy, Caen—its ancient capital, 
and the favourite city of William the Conqueror, who has left upon 
it the mark of his strong hand and great power—is the richest and 
noblest in its souvenirs, which resume the national and Christian 
history of France from the era of our great Norman King down to 
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rrodern times, during which the old town has been rendered cale- 
brated as the birthplace of Charlotte Corday. Caen possesses nu- 
merous churches, reconstructed, for the most part, during the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, fifteenth, and sixteenth centuries ; amongst 
others may be mentioned those of St. Etienne, St. Pierre, Notre 
Dame, St. Jean, Kc., all fully described in a very learned volume by 
Monsieur G. 8. Trebutien, entitled “Caen, Précis de son Histoire, 
Monuments, &c.” . ; 

The Church of St. Peter was the work of several centuries. The 
choir and the nave are of the end of the fifteenth ceatury. The 
tower was built in 1308, under the direction of Nicolle Langlois, who 
died in 1317. M. de Bras states that inscriptions which existed upon 
the windows of the church in his time affirmed that the right wing 
had been constructed towards 1410, and the left wing shortly after- 
wards. The pal entrance was called the portail newf in 1334, 
The entrance under the tower was restored in 1608. On the prin- 
cipal facade several in the life of St. Peter had been sculp- 
tured, but they disappeared during the Revolution in 1793. 

The apsis (represented in our View), built upon piles, and the 
vaults of the choir and aisles, were commenced, in 1521, by Hector 
Sorbier, architect, of Caen. This apsis is looked upon as a chef- 
d’ceuvre of elegance and delicacy, and as one of the most curious 
specimens of the Renaissance which Normandy has produced. The 
number of its spirelets, the el ce of its proportions, and the rich- 
ness of its architectural decorations, render it an object of admira- 
tion not only to foreign amateurs, but to the inhabitants of the old 
city to which we owe the first name in our ordinary regal catalogue. 

M. Felix Thorigny has drawn the apsis of St. Pierre of Caen 
with his ueual taste, perhaps with more than his ordinary ability, 
which can be easily accounted for by the fact that our artist is de 
/oco, was baptized at St. Peter’s, and had bis ideas first turned into 
the channel of architectural drawing by frequently seeing before the 
house which he inhabited at Caen, when very young, artists sketch- 
ing the different points of view of this ancient church, one of the 
principal ornaments of a city which M. Sorbier has described as 
** the city of poetical leisure and of studious reveries.” Wo recom- 
mend to our English tourists in France to visit in a detailed manner, 
and with an inquiring spirit, some of the fine Norman towns: they 
will meet with more real pleasure and information in such travels 
than by servilely following the almost worn-out tracks of fashionable 
and too-burried voyager.

Jast Indies, twopence, when not exceeding four ounces in weight; three- 
pence, when above four ounces and not exceeding eight ounces in weight, 
one penny being sdded for every additional four ounces or fraction of four 
ounces ; upon ee addressed to any of the other countries or places 
referred to, twopence for each newspaper, of whatever weight. No altera- 
tion has been made in the postage of book packets sent by this route, as 
they paid a transit rate previously ; nor has any change been made in the 
‘age of pe sent vii Marseilles, the present charge on such news- 
papers being sufficient to cover the cost of transit through Egypt. Noalter- 
ation, moreover, bas been made in the pos of any newspapers directed 
to go “By Private Ship.” The charge on these newspapers remains as 
heretofore—one penny each. The public are reminded that, as the exclusive 
privilege of the Postmaster-General extends only to letters, it is not com- 
ulsory on any one to send newspspers through the post.

Tue Speech of the Queen of England on the opening of 
Parliament and the Message of the President of the United 
States on the meeting of Congress will come nearer together 
this year than usual. The contrast between these symbolic 
addresses in the two freest constitutional Governments in the 
world will probably be as strong as ever. In her Majesty's 
Speech we shall find shadowy hints of measures the advent of 
which we have been certified already, and a short recapitulation of 
events with which we have long been acquainted. 

These are the texts for dozens of orations by Ministers in 
Parliament, ¢laborating, explaining, and, if need be, defending 
their policy as each portion of it arises in detail. The President's 
Message, on the other hand, is, in fact, the whole debating 





power of the functionaries of State for a Session throw. 
into the shape of a long, historical, declaratory, and argu- 
mentative paper, a course which is rendered necessary by th 
abserce of all members of the Executive from the delibera 
tions of Congress. On the whole, Mr. Buchanan's address is an 
able, a temperate, and a suggestive document. There is not a little 
skill in the mode in which he deals with the question of slavery, 
a matter on which the Harper's Ferry outbreak has enabled him to 
found an acute and balancing argument, and an influential appeal 
for unity and brotherhood between the North and South, despite 
the antagonistic elements which lurk in their respective social 
systems. At the same time the policy of the President in respect 
to the slave trade is clearly indicated, and the reasons on which it 
is founded ably sustained. The success of American policy in 
China is probably a little overdrawn, but still it compares very 
favourably with the results of our own. 

It is, perhaps, as worthy of note as anything in considering 
this State paper to observe how—being, as it is, the manifesto of 
the chief of a purely commercial nation—it bristles with warlike 
topics. No part of it is morestrongly worded, or more pertinaciously 
argued, than that in which the President seeks for a modification of 
the law of the United States which restricts the power of declaring 
war to Congress alone. Mr. Buchanan urges the adoption of 
greater means of promptitude by giving plenary powers to the chief 
of the Commonwealth in that respect. Again, we find reference 
to settlement of difficulties trenching on war with Paraguay, and 
semi threatenings of hostilities with Mexico and Spain. Not 
that we wish it to be inferred that cause is not sufficiently shown 
in each of these cases; but it marks the spirit which luks 
bencath the surface of affairs in a country the institutions of 
which are based on peace and social and commercial progress, but 
which is, we suppose, inseparable from the blood of the Anglo- 
Saxon. There is everything to be satisfied with in the President’s 
statements of the relations between this country and his own, 
though here also we find the same allusions spoken of to more or 
less proximate hostilities, happilyin the past tense. Every credit 
isdue to the manner in which the San Juan difficulty has been 
dealt with; and there is nothing in the narrative of the circum- 
stances of the case as laid before Congress which does not promise 
well for the final arrangement of that question. 

Into that part of the Message which is applicable immediately to 
the internal affairs of the United States we are, of course, a little 
diffident of entering. We ourselves in this country are slightly 
touchy at having parish matters scrutinised by outsiders. It may, 
however, be mentioned that people in England would be something 
more than astonished if our Legislature was to have closed its 
Session without passing a bill for the appropriation of money 
granted for a department of the State, and Mr. Buchanan scems 
to use language not more than adequate to the occasion when 
he says “that Congress, by refusing to pass the general 
Appropriation Bills necessary to carry on the Government, may 
not only arrest its action, but might even destroy its existence.” 
It must, of course, afford -atisfaction to the responsible ruler of a 
great nation to be able to congratulate its citizens on the 
undoubted fact that their common country is in the enjoyment of 
varied and numerous blessings, that the general health of the 
people has been excellent, the harvests unusually plentiful, and 
prosperity smiling throughout the land. In sucha state of things 
temporary difficulties and minor shortcomings are likely to be met 
with success ; and we are quite certain that, in contemplating the 
progress and happy condition of the United States, there is but 
one feeling, that of sympathy and congratulation to be fouad 
among their brethren of the old country. 





Diplomacy, if telegrams are to be believed, would seem to have 
been at work at a time when England had little idea that her 
statesmen were so occupied, and Lord John Russell ia stated to 
have submitted to the Emperor of the French, some months back, 
such a plan for the arrangement of the Italian question that the 
Pope's Polish friend, M. Walewski, could not bear to hear of it, 
and threatened to withdraw his support from his Imperial master 
if the scheme were accepted. So, we are told, the scheme was 
not accepted, and France retained the invaluable services of M. 
Walewski. Now, events having ripened, and France being more 
able to exist without the superintending care of the Pope's friend, 
he is permitted to withdraw; and England and France are to 
co-operate, Congress or no Congress, in settling the affairs of the 
peninsula. This is the French sketch of the situation. We make no 
doubt that when our Foreign Minister comes to put on the colour 
ing he will vary a good deal of the outline. Nor do we suppose 
that the figment about M. Walewski’s opinions having weighe1 
one way or the other with the Emperor will long survive. If 
the incidents were in the order represented, M. Walewski was 
retained because his master thought that the time had not 
arrived for dispensing with his service as amanuensis; and, now 
that the Emperor prefers the ready pen of M. Thouvenel, there is 
a change of clerks. But on the real question it will be very 
interesting to hear the explanations which are waited for, as it is 
extremely desirable to know how far Lord John Russell may 
conceive it to be England’s “ destiny” (as to which he is thought 
by himself to have a special information) to interfere in the Italian 
question. 

Lord Derby’s Foreign Minister, Lord Malmesbury, has had an 
opportunity of making a speech, and has availed himself thereof. 
In reference to the events of the past year his Lordship said that 
he had done his best to preserve peace everywhere, but that 
he had not been able to prevent the collision between France and 
Austria. He had, however, been able to prevent a European war 
and took credit for having done so. 

Two elections have taken place. The new Solicitor-General has 
been re-elected for Durham without opposition. It had not beea 
decmed necessary to intrust him with the revelation of any Cab‘ne’ 
secrets, but the hon. and learned gentleman’s address was quite un- 
exceptionable. The elevation of Sir Henry Keating caused a 
vacancy at Reading, where matters. have by no means passed off 
80 amicably. A fourth Jew sits in Parliament, by virtue of the 
suffrage of Reading. This is Sir Francis Goldsm‘d, who has been 
returned by the Liberal constituency after a smart contest with a 
Conservative, Mr. Benson (who came forward late, and upon purity 
principles), and who contested the borough atthe general election, 
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‘when he polled 544 votes. This time his number was increased 
*to 560, while his Hebrew opponent gained 662, being four fewer 
than Sir Henry Keating took at the last struggle. The Hebrew 
*Quadrilateral appears to give some uneasiness to orthodox folk ; 
but we should think that no very non-Conservative conduct can 
reasonably be apprehended from four gentlemen whos: name3 
have so richly metallic a ring as those of Salomons, Goldsmid, 
and Rothschild. And, if they will really help the House with 
their knowledge of finance, they will be an invaluable committee 
of vigilance over the exchequer. 
Lord Macaulay has been laid, with ali funeral honours, in the 
‘venerable Abbey. We will not here recapitulate details of the 
‘most-deeply interesting ceremonial which London has witnessed 
for many a year. It may be matter of regret that the period of 
the year diminished the assemblage that would otherwise have 
surrounded the grave of the great historian; but, even with this 
drawback, the attendance was the most remarkable that could have 
been drawn together on such an occasion. Statesmanship, oratory, 
history, science, art, fiction, poetry, theology, were all represented, 
and mostly in their most distinguished types, while the deep 
interest of the general public was honourably manifested by the 
crowds in the nave and around the Abbey. One who was worthy 
‘to be laid by the nation in its noblest temple now rests there, 
Whose hand shall execute the statue that shall mark the spot for 
our children’s children ? 
The movement for organising a National Guard has now attained 
such proportions that it is no longer necessary for the press to say 
»many words in urging the importance of that defensive demonstra- 
tion—the easier task is left to us of chronicling its spread. Lord 
Clarendon, speaking with authority, has this week dwelt upon the 
subject; and, while disclaiming all idea that it can be necessary to 
guard ourselves against France, has rested the wisdom of the rifle 
movement upon a broader and larger basis than that of any 
temporary apprehensions. We ought to be always guarded, and 
always ready to release our army for other operations than those 
of garrison. And throughout the whole of the kingdom this 
. practical view of the case has been accepted by anticipation; and 
though, of course, in so general a demonstration there must be 
some manifestations of folly, some of conceit, and some of jealousy, 
Englishmen have, as a pation, addressed themselves to the work 
of arming with the same calm earnestness which they bring to 
bear upon all objects on which they have set their hearts, And 
if in the summer our Sovereign should imitate her grandfather, 
and do in 1860 what he did in 1804, Hyde Park will! show a sight 
that will tell the world that we have not degenerated from the 
race that told Napoleon I. that there was a shore too sacred for 
his legionaries.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 





Sir H. Keating was on Wednesday sworn in one of the Judges 
of the Court of Common Pleas. 

A child, eight years old, whose parents live in Angel-court, St. 
James’s, Westminster, was burnt to d:ath on Thursday morning, its clothes 
having caught fire. 

The South Kensington Museum was visited last week by 15,918 
persons. On Monday, Tuesday, and Saturday (free days), there were 8303 ; 
on Monday and Tuesday (free evenings), 5896; on the three students’ days 
(admission to the public 6d.), 1422; one students’ evening (Wednesday) 292., 

Captain Goadby, aged seventy, formerly in the naval service, 
committed :uicide on Monday afternoon at Stepney. The deceased for 
some months past bad laboured under various delusions, and imagined that 
he was going to be placed under some restraint by his friends. 


Dr. Gustavus Ritter von Franck, who died on the 8th inst., 
in London, was one of the notabilities of the Vienna revolution of 1848. 
He belonged to an old military family, members of which are high in 
the Austrian service, one brother hoiding the rank of Field Marshal 
Lieutenant. 

Tae Westminster Bive-coat ScHoort.—The annual concert 
given by the children of this ancient charity, which was established in 
1688, took place on Tuesday evening in the school-room, in Little Chapel- 
street, Westminster, which was tastefully decorated for the occasion. The 
concert, which was in aid of the children’s fund, was very numerously 
attended. 

Statue or Generat Narrer in Sr. Pavr’s Catoeprat.—On 
Saturday iast the colossal marble statue of the late General Sir ‘‘harles 
Napier in St. Paul’s Cathedral was uncovered. A — concourse of ladies 
and gentlemen were present on the occasion, including Colonel Kennedy, 
the Aide-de-Camp of the late General, and a number of his old Indian 
friends and colleagues. We shall give an engraving of the statue in an 
early Number. 


Art-Union or Lonpon.—The council has just issued its report 
for the year 1859, from which it appears that the subscription amounted to 
£15,210 €s., and that 105 prizes were drawn for at the annual mectiug in 
April last. The council propose that in future a member, by payment of 
an additional half-guinea, may have an additional chance in the distribution 
of prizes, but shail not be entitled to a second copy of the print or other 
work of art. The printto which subscribers for the current year will bo 
entitled is by Mr. J. J. Jenkins, entitled ‘‘Come Along,” which has been 
engraved by Mr. J. Holl. 

Brrtas AnD DeatHs.—Last week the births of 1003 boys and 
1005 girls (in all 2008 children) were registered in London. In the ten cor- 
responding wecks of the years 1850-59 the uverage number was 1604.—— 
The Geaths in London, which rose to 1647 in the last week of 1859, fell to 
1281 in the first week of the New Year. This favourable result is due toa 
warmer state of the air, the meun temperature of which for the last fort- 
night has been as high as 44°, or about 8° above the average. The deaths of 
last week are fewer by 91 than those which would have occurred if the 
average rate of mortality for the season had prevailed. 

Drinkinc-rountains.—A_ handsome and novel pillar drinking- 
fountain bas juet been erected at the corner of the Uxbridge and Eigware 
roads, at the toy cf Oxford-street. The design is very appropriate, the 
pilar beirg supported by three swans modeled from nature, with decora- 
tions on the sides to match; the basin (into which the water runs) rests 
upon three rams’ heads, which are beautifully cast, and the tank holding 
the water 1s supported by three pillars, the whole standing about six fect 
high, with a dug drinking-tank supplicd from the fountain. Upon one of 
the sides fof the fountain is the following inscription :—* This drinking- 
fountain was given to the parish of Paddington, fur the beneSt and hea! 
of the public, by the Baron-de Bliss, of Berkeley House, Hyde Park-square. 
1859.—Wills Brothers, Sculptors.” 

Wairtincton Cius.—The annual juvenile ball in {connection 
with this popular institution was held in the large hall in Arundel-street, 
Strand, on Tue The juvenile portion of the entertainment commenced 
at seven o'clock and terminated at eleven, when the adult visitors tuok pos- 
session of the floor until two o'clock in the morning. In the interval of 
dancing Cissolving-vic er entertainments were introduced. The 
course cf lectures and entertainments announced by the managing cuim-

The twelfth annual general meeting of the governors of this institution was 
lield on Tuesday at the London Tavern—Henry Tucker, Esq., in the chair. 
The minutes of the last meeting were read and confirmed The accounts 
thowed during the past year:—Annual subscriptions, £1499 ; donations, 
£8207; other resources, £5826—making the assets, with £293 in hand, 
about £10,793. The expenditure for maintenance during the year has 
been £4620, and £5882 has been appre priated to the liquida*:on of the debt 
for the erection of the hospital, Victoria Park. The number of out- 
patients during the year was 8304, making, with 856 under treatment at 
the commencement of 1859, a total of 9160 during the year, of which 983 
are still under treatment. The number of in patients during the year has 
been 340, and there are 62 at present in the hospital. 

Society For Improvine THE SocraL Position or THE BLIND.— 
A large meeting of the friends and patrons of this institution was held at 
the society rooms, Milton House, Walworth-road, on Wednesday evening. 
The chair was taken by Frederick Doulton, Esq A comprehensive report 
was read by the recretary, from which we gathered tne following parti- 
culars :—The society is still in its infancy, being ee | six months old, yet it 
bes already obtained the patronage of the Bishop of Ripon and fifty of the 
clergy, and as many of the medical profession, in addition to 1 numerous 
bo¢y of general supporters. This institution is founded on an unusually 
broad and liberal Siete, as its aim is to adopt every measure that may in 
any way conduce to the mental, religious, and moral training of the blind, 
their social improvement and domestic happiness. Its sphere of action is 
not limited to any particular locality, as its chief object is to disseminate 
throvghout the land such principles as will enable the blind of the remotest 
districts to participate in the various benefits it confers, a work which other 
institutions cannot accomplish, owing to the necessarily circumscribed 
limitsof their operations, the nature of their constitution, and local and 
other causes. 

Tre “Great Eastern.” —A meeting of the Great Ship 
Company was held on Wednesday afternoon—Mr. R. J. R. Campbell pre- 
siding. A report was presented entering briefly into the position of the 
company and announcing the resignation of the board. A motion to receive 
this report was followed by an amendment, moved by Mr. Hawes, that 
before doing soa committee of investigation be appointed.

was put, and lost, on a show of hands, bya large majority. Mr. Hawes | 


then demanded a poll, which was granted. It is understood that the 
present directors are in favour of a committee of investigation, and that a 
resolution to that effect, if offered as a substantive motion, and not as an 
amen¢ément to the report, would have received their support. The result 
ot the ballot, which practically amounts to whether the report and balauce- 
sheet of the directors be forthwith received, or whether a committee of 
investigation be appointed im the first instance, will be announced on 
Tuesday next.——Mr. Scott Russell has written a letter to the shareholders, 
in which he contends tLat the Great Eastern during the trial-trips realised the 
speed for which she was designed, and showed seagoing qualitics of the high- 
est orcer. With respect to the non-completion of the ship, he saysit was not 
intended to place her in an entirely complete condition until after her 
retuin from America; and he calls upon the shareholders “‘ not to allow 
the property to be depreciated by the exaggeration of small faults over 
great merits” He is *‘prcud of her general structure, design, and per- 
formence,” and, as regards the paddle-engines, he is ‘‘ prepared to allow 
his reputation as an engine-builder to stand or fall by them.” He is 
satisfied with the work generally, and he expects “‘ yet to earn great repu- 
tation by her” ‘‘ What is now wanted,” he says, “‘is the best possible 
management of the ship.

ReEticious DissEnsions aT Exrrecp.—At Enfield on Saturda 
Captain Boranquet, a churchwarden of a chapel of ease, named Cilay-biil 
Chapel, charged the Vicar, the Rev. Mr. Heath, before the magistrates with 
an assault on the 25th of December. It seemed that the Vicar had been 
introducing certain customs into the chapel which were distateful to many 
of his congregation. Tne chapel was for some time closed by the Bishop 
of London, but on Christmas Day was reopened. On that day, betweea 
balf-past ten and eleven o'clock, Captain Bosanquet went to the chapel, 
and removed a cloth he found on the communion-table. The Vicar then, 
according to his account, came up to him, seized him, and endeavoured to 
turn bim out. A great quantity of contradictory evidence having been 
taken, the magistrates decided that they had no jurisdiction, and dismissed 
the summons.

Ue was then 
rent by Hires to do something to an “earring” under the bowsprit, but, 
being unable to do what was required, he was dragged alung in the water 
until Abraham Rock went to his assistance, when L we exclaimed, “ Don't 
haul that nigger in; cut the earring, and let him go!" In two minutes 
after Armstrong let go his hold, and was lost. At another time Hires quar- 
reled with Turtle, threw him down upon the deck, stamped on his head, 
and kicked him with his heavy sea boots. Turtle’s head aud eyes were 
obeer ved to be bleeding, and he went to his bertb. The prisoners were 
accursed of several other murders, and were remanded The unfortunate 
men who fell victims to the brutality of their officers were men of colour. 


Tre VaLvE or RirLemen. — Mr. M‘Kerdy, a gentleman 
speaking to a volunteer meeting on Saturday at Lesmahagow, told the 
fullowing anccdote :—** Many years ago, when traveiling on the Continent, 
l had as servant an old Prussian soldicr, who related to me the following 
remarkable circumstance—In 1513 or 1514 he belonged to a corps of 100) 
men of all arms, operating as a guard on the right bank of the Rhine, 
while the French were in possession of the country on the left of the river. 
The season was early in autumn, when the weather was delightful, and the 
harvest just gathered in. One afternoon the corps bivouacked near the 
river for the advantage of water, and the place was considered porfectly 
safe from attack, as the opposite bank was a vast plain of corn stubble, 
without a single fence as far as the eye could reach; an advancing army, 
therefore, could be more easily seen. The river was unfordable, and about 
two hundred yards broad. he troops, therefore, considered themselves 
perfectly secure from attack, and sct about preparing their supper and 


| masking themselves comfortable for the night, when a shot was heard from 


the opposite bank, and a cry from the bivouac that a man was wounded. 
Every soldier started instantly to bis legs and looked across the river, but 
no one could see even the vestige of an enemy, which greatly surprised all, 
as there was no covert, aud the yellow stubble was especially well-adapted to 
show the smallest object for a considerable distance from the river. While the 
whole corps were thus gazing, a puff of smoke was seen to rise about fifty 
yards from the brink of the stream, followed by the report of a rifle, and 
another soldier dropped wounded. In a moment, without the command of 
an officer, about one hundred men rushed to the edge of the water, and 
commcnced firing at the spot whence the shots came, although nothing but 
the stubble was to be seen. Soon after there was another report, followed 
by the fall of anotber man, which so exasperated the whole force that 
nesrly every soldier set about firing at the spot from which the puffs of 
tmoke were sccn to arise. By thistime all were convinced the mischief 
was done by a single rifleman. More shots followed, and more men fell ; 
80 that the officer in command had serious thoughts of moving the encamp- 
ment; but the feeling of shame that so Ty a force as 16:0 men should 
be éGriven off by one soldier caused him to hesitate until cighteen shots 
had been fired by the rifleman, and seventeen men were killed and 
wounded, when. to the great satisfaction of all, a man was seen to spring 
from the stubble, a luck shot having killed him; but this did not take 
place until many thousand had been fired at him.

On one side is repre- 
sented the Flight of Joseph into Egypt, and on the other side the 
Crucifixion, both in solid silver. The pulpit is also enriched with 
figures in solid silver of Christ and the Evangelists.” 

One of the Royal closets bore the name of the unfortunate Queen 
Caroline Mathilde, and in one of its glass panes she had out with a 
diamond the often-cited line :— 

O, keep me innocent, make others great. 


Seven Danish Kings have been crowned in the chapel, the last 
coronation being that of the late Christian VIII., in 1840. 

The Palace was not generally used as a Royal residence till the 
time of his present Majesty, Frederick VII., whose predilection for 
whatever is connected with thet ruly national history of the come 
and ne gp with the splendid works of his ancestor Christian IV., 
decided his choice of Fredericksborg as, so to say, hs permanent or 
favourite residence; and during the eleven years of his reign he has 
spent large sums on the repairs and remodeling in the original style 
of his favourite Palace, and filled it with valuable collections, now, 
alas! mostly destroyed. 

The unfortunate fire broke out early on the 17th, from a stove

lately gaat in a room on the fourth story, containing an in- 
valuable collection of northern antiquities, and all efforts to 
quell it ed abortive, notwithstanding the surrounding neigh- 
bourhood, as well as the Court household, mustered strong, and were 
directed by his Majesty in person. At noon the destruction of the 
Palace proper was complete, but the outer courtyards, with their 
buildings, were saved, and more than three hundred valuable 
— and other treasures were fortunately secured ; but four or 
ve lives were lost by the bursting of two vaults in the chapel. 
The whole country laments the loss of this superb Royal building, 
considered the most original and best preserved in al Denmark, 
and this feeling will be shared by the innumerable tourists from all 
countries who every summer flocked to see and admire the old Royal 
Castle of Fredericksborg. ; 








HAMPSTEAD JUNCTION RAILWAY. 


THIS important extension of the suburban railways of London was 
opened for public traffic on Monday, the 2nd inst. It was designed 
we we ard to enable the short passenger traffic of the North London 
ilway to be extended westward to Kew, Richmond, and the neigh- 
bourhood, without the necessity of passing through the Camden 
station and Primrose-hill tunnel, the enormous traffic upon the main 
line of the London and North-Western Railway being found a serious 
obstacle to the running of short passenger trains at frequent inter- 
vals: by it, also, the cattle traffic of the London and North-Western 
Railway can be conveyed direct to and from the new Cattle Market, 
without h the crowded station at Camden-town. 

The line, which is about six miles and a quarter in length, com- 
mences by a junction with the North London Railway at the point 
where the latter crosses the Highgate-road at Kentish-town, and is 
continued upon a viaduct, about ti -quarters of a mile in length, 
through the thickly-populated district lying betwixt the Highgate

At 
this point the line divides, one branch passing over the London and 
North-Western Railway, and forming a junction with the North and 
South-Western Junction Railway, by which passengers are conveyed 
to Kew, and thence by the South-Western line to Richmond 
Windsor, &c. ; the other branch of the Hampstead line is continued 
on to the Willesden station, where a junction is effected with the 
main line of the London and North-Western Railway Company. 

The Act for constructing the railway was obtained in the Session 
of 1853, after which a considerable delay took place, and it was not 
till the summer of 1856 that the works were commenced. In their 
general character they are plain and substantial, utility having been 
studied to the almost entire exclusion of ornament. The Hampstead 
tunnel is the most important work on the line, and required about 
14,000,000 bricks in its construction. It is carried through the 
London clay, which is overlaid in places (in rather close proximity to 
the tunnel) with beds of running sand. In parts the pressure was 
so excessive that to resist it it was found n to use the blue 
vitrified Staffordshire bricks. There are also nine wrought-iron 
bridges upon the line, some of them of considerable magnitude, and 
all most substantially executed. 

The whole of the works were designed and carried out under the 
superintendence of the compere engineer, George Berkley, Hea, 
24, Great George-street, Westminster. With the exception of the 
viaduct and stations they were a contracted for by the late 
Mr. Hayton, of Stamford and Kilsby; but his death, which took 
place shortly after the works were commenced, caused some delay ; 
and they were ultimately carried out by the company, under the 
direction of Mr. Thomas Armstrong, formerly of the London and 
North-Western Railway. The viaduct was contracted for by the 
well-known builders, Messrs. Hack and Son, of Poplar; and the 
stations by Mr. W. Palmer, of Highfield-terrace, Kentish-town.

THE RESIDENCE OF THE LATE LORD MACAULAY. 


Hoitity Lopor, Kensington, where Macaulay lived and died, is 
situated on an eminence between the main road of Kensington and 
the Bayswater road, the spot being oxtremely secluded, and 
peculiar!y adapted to the studious habits of its late occupant. 
The opproach from the principal thoroughfare of Kensington is by 
a private road, called Campden-road, and a narrow carriage-way, 
having tery much the appearance of a lane, with wooden palings on 
one side and lofty brick walls on the other. Holly Lodgeis a very 
plain structure, comprising three stories, and having a small garden 
or carriege drivein front, bounded bya wall about eight feethigh. We 
give an Engraving of the Library. The adjacent house on the west 
is Argyl Lodge, the residence of his Grace the Duke of Argyll, an 
edifice which externally is almost equally unornamental; while on 
the ea:t side is a villa which is occupied by Mr. Vincent, the 
Queen's Remembrancer. Just beyond the road or lane in which 
there three bouses are situated is a broad footpath, extending from 
Kensington to Bayswater, with high walls on each side of it, and 
which sppears to be very little frequented. In fact, the whole 
locality is of a remarkably quiet character, and it may well be 
imagined that that was one great reason why Lorl Macaulay chose 
it for his residence.

Destruction or THE Round Cuurca at Dustin BY Frre— 
St. Andrew’s Church, Dublin, generally known as the Round Church, was 
destroyed by fire on Sunday. St. Andrew's was erected in 1814, at a cost of 
£28,000. It was circular in shape, the design being modeled upon one of 
the Italian churches. Early service was performed on Sunday mrning, 
and ehortly afterwards the alarm of was given. It was soon perceived 
that nothing could save the body of the edifice; but the vestry and belfry 
were spared, and the parochial register was also saved. The fire originated 
in one of the stove-flues which had become overheated.

people. It was nct until twenty years after the Reform Bill had been 
passed that Lord John Russeli—by far the most eminent, the most dis- 
tinguished, and, in bis opinion, the most trustworthy of his party 
cn this question—fully admitted the necessity that ‘existed for an 
extcnsion of the suffrage, and in 1852 his bill was introduced. Mr. 
— went on to uss the circ 3 which led to the 
withdrawal of the measure in that year, and the subsequent in- 
troduction of a Reform Bill under Lord Aberdeen’s Government. The 
withdrawal of the bill on that occasion was consequent on our being 
allowed to drift into a needless and sanguinary war. He next al!u tod 
to the promise of a Reform Bill by the first Administration of Lord 
Palmcreton, and referred to the measure introduced by Lord Derby's 
Government, into the discussion of which, he said, he would not enter, out 
of compassion and charity to its authors. The election which followed, the 
effect of Lord Derby’s Reform Bill, he described as characterised by a power 
of corruption which he supposed had never been equalled. Me alludad to 
the meeting at Willis’s Rooms, in which me pany had been given that a 
better measure in every way than the rejected one of Lord Derby’s Govern- 
ment should be nee forward by those who expectd to take part iu the 
Government. The bill would, he supposed, be something in the shape of a 
compromise. It would, he expected, be a more moderate measure than 
one which had been introduced by Mr. Pitt seventy years ago; it 
would be more moderate than one of Mr. Grey’s (Earl Grey) sixty 
yeas ago; it would be more moderate than a bill of Lord Durham's, 

rought in thirty years ago. Such, he presumed, would be the character 
of the measure to be introduced in the House of Commons in Fe >ruary 
next. He took it for granted that in all places like Birmingham, Man- 
chester (full of - ew Bm activity, like Wolverhampton), aniin other 
p’aces in Lancashire and Yorkshire, a £6 rental franchise would doubl>, 
and in some instances rather more than double, the existing num*er of 
electors. In other towns the increase in the number of electors would be 
c .mparatively small. The hon. gentleman entered into statistic: on the 
question, ond expressed an opinion that a £6 franchise in towns ani £19 in 
counties would not give an increase of 60 per cent to the entire constitueacy. 
The present constituency amcunted to a million ; and if a bill give a £5 
franchise for towns and £10 for counties it might amount to a million and 
a half. The proposed bill of Mr. Disraeli, according to his statement, 
would bave added balf a million to the constituencies. The measure which 
he submitted last autumn might have added a million. He disvussed the 
various franchises at some length, and said that if Lord John Russell's bill 
passed there would still be four millions and a half of fathers, brothers, 
and sons who had no vote, and twenty-t~o millions and a half as unrepre- 
sented as if they lived in the kingdom of Naples. Mr. Bright complainei 
of the false, slanderous, and malignant charges which had been made 
against him in connection with the course he had pursued in this matter, 
and concluded by expressing a hope that the time had come when the in- 
telligence, the industry, and the prosperity of the country would be fairly 
represented in the House of Commons. The aristocracy themselves had 
not always been particular in contending with the p»wer above then. The 
working classes had often organised themselves for the purpose of effecting 
vaiicus objects, some of them, perhaps, not always perfectly legitimate ; but 
what he did hope was that in case the anticipated measure was defeated 
organisations would be brought to bear in securing for those classes the 
place in the Constitution which the Constitution had assigned to them, and 
that the struggle would got be abandoned until this was obtained.

whore branches were heavily laden with bonbons, &c, and when this was 
lighted up it presented a brilliant and dazzling appearance. At the oppo- 
site end of the dining-hall, over the entrance, was the salutation in large 
letters, ‘‘ A Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year to you All” Dowa 
each side of the room the tables, sixteen in number, were surrounded by 
happy groups of boys and ls, whose clean and cheerful countenances 
spoke well for the institution and the effects of the training at the same 
time. As much order, decorum, and good behaviour was displayed as 
could be shown by any school of equal numbers. After a bountiful repast 
of tea, cake, &c , the proceedings of the evening commenced, by Dr. D> wn, 
the active superintendent of the asylum, being called to the chair, the cheers 
of the children testifying their respect and affection towards-him. The 
distribution of oo and rewards, consisting of books, toys, and dolls, to 
the amount of £6, amongst the most deserving pupils, occupied some little 
time. Glees and songs were then sung by the masters and attendants, the 
latter of whom appeared for the first time in their neat blue uniforms. 
Short addresees were given by members of the committee present, when 
fruit and sweetmeats were distributed to the happy inmates. After this 
came Punch and Judy, the performer being one of the attendants, who had 
not only built the little theatre, but constructed all the figures, whose 
“ getting up” was rather beyond the style of the street exhibitions. After 
this came more singing, cheers for ‘‘the committee,” ‘‘the friends of the 
charity,” *‘the officers of the institution,” and “the c —~ om present,” 
which cons!sted of many of the gentry of the neighbourhood. The wives 
and families of the attendants and masters of the various workshops were 
aleo there, and formed a happy group of spectators.

Well done, Ink and India! well done, Thomas Babington Macau'ay ! 
Through the courtesy of an English scholar we were permitted 
to be present at the funeral of Lord Macaulay: through the 
courtesy of Dean Trench (Dean of Westminster), a well-honoured 
name in English literature, we were present at the funeral of a 
great man. We had the eelection of our own spt, and we chose 
our own. We stood, with chilly feet and eyes full of manly tears, 
at the foot of Campbell’s statue—over against the coming grave of 
the great historian. The place, the transept, the whole bulding— 
from chapel to clerestory, from clerestory to nave, from nave to 
vault—swam with recollections. It was more than a touching scane. 
‘We knew Campbell well. The last grave opened in Poets’ Coraer 
was opened for the poet of “The Pleasures of Hops.” Lines which 
Lord Macaulay loved to repeat, written by a poet in vivil recol- 
lection of a man beneath whose statue our great essayist was ia 
five minutes to be interred, flashed across our memory. Waat 
Macaulay loved to repeat we may on this occasion bo allowed to 
1 _ 

~ Ne’er to these chambers where the mighty rest, 

Since their foundation came a nobler guest ; 

Nor e’er was to the Bowers of Bliss conveyed 

A fairer spirit or more welcome shade. 


Well! we laid Macaulay in the grand sepulture of our country. 
Many great men stood by. A Stanhope looked like an historian not 
unworthy of the man whose works he had read with no common un- 
derstanding. A Russell looked on with eyes of manly grief. Two 
Campbells looked on—one a Cabinet Minister, the son of a long line 
of Scottish and English Peers ; the other also a Cabinet Minister 
and Lord High Chancellor of England, the son of a minister of the 
Kirk of Scotland, not very well to do in the world, but amzly and 
respectable. There was a Russell there, there was a Howard there, 
there was an Ashley there, there was a Milman there, there was a 
Wilberforce there ; but we missed, we confess, with infinite regret, 
the great living names, in the flesh, of English literature. 

They took him in at the west door of Westminster Abbey. They 
did not take Stephenson in at the west door,—and why? Macaulay 
was a Peer, Stephenson was a Commoner. This man Macaulay is 
dead, and lies now with his heroes—Savile, and William of Orange— 
with Montagu, whom he praised—with Temple whom he loved, and 
with Dryden, whom he maligned. 

We have closed Westminster Abbey on a very great man, and we 
cannot open Westminster-bridge because a little man, Mr. Fitzroy, 
isdead. Mr. Page has done iis work well. Why cannot Prime 
Minister Lord Palmerston do his work well? Westmiuster-bridze 
is a noble specimen of English engineering. Get bask Ben Hull 
(we beg bis pardon, Lord Llanover) and open the bridgs, my Lord 
Palmerston, at once, 

We are pitched into, we observe, mildly, but not un-Tom Sayers- 
like, ty Mr. Freeman, so weil skilled in Gothic architecture. Mr. 
Freeman (a+k our friend Sylvanus Urban) is a little surrendering his 
fascination for King Harold in his new liking for William the Coa- 
queror. 

Englishmen are strange people. The architect to the Dean and 
Chapter of Westminster Abbey restores, at great trouble, at great 
cost, and with great knowledge, a monument in Westminster 
Abbey. It isa monument of note toa Plantagenet Queer, Very 
few days elapse, and the relics are stolen. This is very disgraceful. 

The National Gallery men are likely to be agaia in trouble. Tho 
two Hanover Ruysdaels—said to be genuine—are, it is said, really 
not genuine. 

We slip off the statue of Lord Clive to Shropshire; and ia the 
same weck we erect a statue in London to Sir Charles Napier. Who 
did most for India, Clive or Napier? The question can ba answered 
at once to the satisfaction of any one but—a Napier. 

Collectors (i.e., dealers) of curiosities ia London aniin Paris will 
miss Lord Hastings. That litt'e irascible Astley was rich, intel- 
ligent, and open-pursed. The collection formed by Lord Bastings 
at Melton Constable, in Norfolk, was extremely curious, and will, we 
hope, be kept intact. 

For a passing paragraph, Lord Macaulay is said to have made by 
his ‘‘ Lays of Ancient Rome” exactly as much monsy as Golismith 
{that over-trusted poet) died owing to needy and exacting creditors. 

A contemporary is publishing in its weekly issue a history —not 
unfairly commenced—of the great publishing houses of London, 
The Murrays lead the way. Last week we had King John the first ; 
the second and the Third King John will, it is said, soon follow. Of 
the second (the great Murray) many noble stories might ba told. 
We know of a few fine traits of him within our owa more immediate 
knowledge.

FINE ARTS. 





PHOTOGRAPHIC SOCIETY. 
Tur seventh annual exhibition of photographs and daguerreotypes 
by this society was opened to private view, on Tauraday, at the gal- 
lery of the Old Water-colour Society, in Pall-mall East. The collvc- 
tion, which comprises some thousand or so specimens, great and sms!!, 
and of every variety of subject, is satisfactory, as showing successful 
achievement in what concerns the practice of the art, aad gives 
evidence also of the finality of its resource. Though valuable as an 
accurate transcriber of existence, crudely, and without power of in- 
tellectual treatment, it may afford assistance to fine art, but can 
never seriously enter into competition with it. We apprehend, 
however, that the facilities it affords for the production of 
materials will, to a certain extent, lead to the disuse of ths 
pencil in the process of sketching, and that herein the readi- 
ness and accuracy of hand of the artists who resort to its aid 
may be somewhat impaired; whilst it is certain that in the com- 
position of many pictures produced within the last few years the 
manner as well as the matter of the photograph has been followed 
to an extent to destroy that freedom of handling which is the test of 
high artistic capacity. In short, the arts have gained something 
and lost something by photography; and it is some consolation to 
refect that the loss has been to the weak and the gain to the strong. 

O* the contents of the exhibition before us it will bs suffisient if 
we notice a few of the more prominent objects. Foremost in intarest 
and value are the numerous photographs of sketches by Raphael and 
Michael Angelo in the Oxford collection; the Raphael cartoons, 
various portraits by Holbein, and other works by the old masters 
grodused, by C. Thurston Thompson. Looking at these works, an 
afterwards at the numerous realities of landscape and portraiture 
which surround them, we are impressed the more strongly with the 
truth of the remark already suggested by us of the supremacy of 
mind over matter as entering into creations of art. 

Herbert Watkins has several frames containing effizies of Lord 
Brougham, Charles Dickens, George Cruikshank, Cardinal Wiseman, 
the Bishop of Oxford, Mr. Macready, and other celebrities. 
Lyndon Smith shows us several delightful umbrageous spots in 
the Valley of the Wharfe and other riverways, which 
are struck with great delicay and silvery effect. Various 
architectural ruins in France, interior and exterior, by Bisson 
Fréres, are perfect intheir way. The same may be said ot a series 
of interiors of Westminster Abbey—difficult subjects to treat—by 
Victor A. Prout. Another interesting architectural group is that 
of Arcades from Rome, photographed for the Commissioners of the 
Exhibition of 1851. Roger Fenton abounds in picturesque bits from 
Oxford, and in glimpses of fine natural scenery in Lancashire 
and Yorkshire ; and, altogether, may be sail to be the most success- 
ful landscape operator in the room, though he is closely followed 
by F. Bedford, who also exhibits some very pleasing bits in saulp- 
ture. F. Maxwell Lyte has a series of sixteen views in the Pyrénées, 
which canuot fail to be admired. ‘Tho portraits, plain and coloured, 
by Lock and Whitfield, Heath, Claudet, Caldesi and Co., the Lon- 
don School of Photography, and others, abound, covering one side 
ofthe room. They show little real intellectual advance upon what 
bas been cone before in this way ; whilst the coloured efforts show 
what we have lost, and are still losing, in miniature-painting, which 
these manufactured products are gradually supersading.

NATIONAL SPORTS. 


Tue “Old Burlington-street Gazette,” with its leng'hy li-t of 
January entries, does not herald that turf decay which many so 
fondly wish. Stockton, Lewes, Worcester, Beverley, and other 
meetings under the line are beginning to show very forward witn 
their two-year-old stakes ; and, although the Chester Cup his rather 
fallen off in point of entries, the Suburban, Metropolitan and 
Northamptonshire, and Newmarket Handicaps are all up to a good 
mark. Newmarket, a'so, looks healthy, and Lord Stamford’s haac- 
some gift has been responded to by an eatry of eighty-eight. 
Among the turf revivals are Musjid and Trumpeter ; and, of course, 
Abd-el-Kader figures among the sixty-one Liverpool steeplecixe 
entries. The eterzal Potentate, Zohrab, and Naworth are as nothing 
by the side of this game little bay. The betting of the week has 
been marked by the sudden reappearance of Lupullus (who has been 
quite overlooked ever since he was pulled up coughing at Doncaster, 
both in the Two Thousand and Derby betting). Mainstono is now 
third favourite for the latter race; andif he goes on as he is now 
doing, there will be found plenty ready to back the doub'e event of 
Lord Palmerston passing a Reform Bull and winning the Derby as 
well. Jobn Scott got Toxophilite second for this great race during 
Lord Derby’s Premiersbip; and it remains to be seen if John Day 
can just do the trick for the ‘‘green and orange cap” of his Premier, 
who has from his youth always stuck so faithfully to the fortunss of 
Danebury. 

Mr. Rarey has returned from his provincial tour to Birmingham, 
Bristol, Bradford, Hull, Sheffield, and Newcastle. Hoe had capital 
houses at each place; but more especially at his two exhibitions at 
Newcastle, where he had a very successful half-hour’s encounter with 
a thoroughbred sire, Pincapple, who had gone one step beyond 
Cruiser, and was regularly kept blindfolded as well as muzzied in his 
stable. After his lecture to the cabmen of the metropolis, it is Mr. 
Rarey’s intention to start at once for Arabia—giving ao exhibition 
in Paris on the way—and return to this country in May, to com- 
plete his cavalry contract, aud fulfil a series of farewell exhibitions 
in all the leading towns. 

The sport with The Quorn has been remarkably good. A cor- 
respondent writes us as follows :—‘‘ Thursday, Dec. 29. The first 
day’s hunting after the frost, raining in torrents, we had a capital 
day’s sport. The meet, Switheland Stone Pits; fifty-four minutes 
and scarcely a check with our first fox, killing him in the open; 
twenty minutes to ground in a drain without a check with tho 
second ; and forty minutes as hard as hounds could race with our 
third fox. It becoming so late, the hounds were stopped —Friday, 
Dec. 80. The mect, Widmerpool Inn; found five or six foxes iw 
the Curate’s Gorse; ran ore aring to Parson's Gorse, and back to 
the Curate’s, and whipped the hounds off in consequenco of th» 
number of people surrounding the cover. Found a good fox at 
Thorp Trussells in the afternoon, and had a capitat thirty five 
minutes, running him to ground close to Prestwold House, in one 
of the mest tremendous hurricanes and thunderstorms ever known 
at this time of year in the county. The lightning was most vivid.— 
Monday, Jan, 2. The meet, Beeby, and avery large field present. 
Drew Larkby Holt, found three foxes, and ran one to groundina 
drain about three fields from the cover; got on the line of anothor, 
and hunted him very slowly, with a wretched scent, in the direc- 
tion of Ashby village ; the day very bright and the sun very powerful. 
Afterwards drew Cream Gorse, found a brace of foxes, but could 
notrunayard. Trotted on to Thorp Trussells, found and went 
away directly. It had become cooler and rather cloudy, and it was 
evident that the scent had changed, as the hounds seemed t» mean 
running, on crossing the first two or three fields. Away they went, 
pointing for Great Dalby, turned to the right for Burdett's Cover, 
skirting it, over Burrow Hills, by Somerby, Pick well, Ranksb rough, 
and Barleythorpe, up to Langham ; time, up to this point, fifty-tive 
minutes, and the distance at least nine miles and three-quarters. 
The hounds were whipped off, running hard for Burley Wood, beyond 
Oakham, not more than five or six of the field being with them. 
There has not been such a run across Leicestershire for many years, — 
Tuesday, Jan. 3. Staunton Herold; bad one of the fastest eighteen 
minutes ever known in the country, with the first fox, the hounds 
coursing him for the last quarter of a mile, and killing him. A ve 
good Lunting run of forty-five minutes with a second fox ; when, the 
afternoon becoming so stormy and the rain so heavy, the hoanda 
were taken home.—Thursday, Jan. 5. A run from Bunny Park, which 
was quite as good as any other with these hounds this season. It 
lasted for one hour and thirty-seven minutes, the distance about 
fourteen miles, and the fox was killed on the Bunny lawn, within a 
stone’s throw from where he was found. 

Saturday, Jan. 7. A very sharp frost; could not bunt before 
twelve o'clock; had a long hunting run of two hours and a 
quarter from Switheland Wood on the Forest, and lost.—Monday, 
Jan 9. Meet at Thurnby; found three foxes at S-raptoft, and 
changed frequently, hounds running hard from twelve till half-past 
three o'clock ; a geod scent, but foxes headed every quarter of an 
hour by the footpeople.—Tuesday, January 19. Meet, Gracedieu 
Manor, and the frost so sharp that we could not hunt unti! nearly 
one o'clock. Found in the Monastery Plantations, and ran two 
foxes to ground in view in the same drain after about fifteen minutes. 
Found a second fox in the Blackbrook Reservoir Cover, and had a 
magnificent run of an hour without a check, the hounds raciag their 
fox over the two !ast tields, and one or two of them having hold of 
bim as he got into a small drain, from which he was bolted in two or 
three minutes, and killed. I never saw hounds run faster, and if tho 
fox had not been a forest one (they are the best and toughest foxes 
in England) he could not have lived before the hounds thirty minutes. 
There was a great meet at Gracedieu, including several ladies, 
among whom Lady Stamford, Mrs. W. Heygate, and the two Misses 
Phillips were very forward during the run.” We hear thatthe Duke's 
had a good day’s sport on Monday, but all the Melton division were 
unfortunately with the Quorn. On Tuesday Mr. Tailby's found at 
Prior's Coppice. Breaking at the top end, their fox made a straight 
point for Launde Wood, all grass, and very fast, through it out at 
the top end, leaving it for Loddington, and then bore for Owston 
Wood; but, changing his mind, went away for Tilton Wood, and 
straight for Billesaon Coplow, near which they came to slow huntiag. 
If the day had been clear it would have been difficult to have seen a 
more beautiful run. 

The coursing meetings for next week include the Home Park (0), 
on Tuesday; Barton-on-Humber, on Tuesday and Wednesday; 
Bishop's Castle, Salop, on Wednesday; Altcar Club, on Wednesday 
and Thursday; and “ Bredwardine and Mornington,” on Thursday 
and Friday.

Tae storm that swept over the midland counties on Friday, the 30th 
ult., was attended with a most disastrous effect on its passage over 
the of Caythorpe, near Grantham. Its church, dedicated to 
» Bia ~ t, is one of a a ae ng as the — 9

= of the anny of Lincoln, and forming, as it were, its back- 

. The nave is exceedingly wide, altho unassisted by aisles, 

so wide that its roof is supported by a central arcade running from 
east to west, which is an uncommon ecclesiastical arrangement, but 
the feature of this church is the spire, from its extraordinary 
heig t and convex outline, and it is of this that we have now espe- 
ly to speak. Until Friday, the 30th ult., the converging lines of 
this remarkable feature gradually shot up into the air until they met 
and terminated in a finial and weathercock ; but now both of these, 
and about fifteen feet of the upper portion of its stonework, having

dashed through the roofs of the nave and chancel below, have 
entirely unfitted them for further use at present. A fiash of in- 
tensely vivid lightning was the cause of this misfortune. The electric 
fluid appears to have found an entrance through one of the little 
spire lights, and then to have burst. upwards with irresistible violence, 
hurling off ite upper part, and splitting rather more than half of the 
remainder into four parts; four wide fissures now extending down 
its sides, opposite the cardinal points, through which the light is 
now seen to a most dangerous degree, At the same moment the 
lightning followed a little bellwire downwards, deeply scorching the 
interior of the tower wall, until it appears to have shot off thence

shortly before it reached the ground, and diffused itself with 
a crash over the greater part of the interior of the church, 
thereby blowing out the window-glass, &c. The fall of the stone- 
work above alluded to, besides breaking throvgh the roofs below, 
has carried away several of the delicate little flying buttresses and 
a portion of the beautifully-perforated parapet of the tower, besides 
severely ventilating the pinnacles and other ornamental details of 
that feature. A sad scene of destruction and desolation thus pre- 
vails at Caythorpe Church, wherein Divine service can no longer be 
performed at present, and flocks of anxious visitors are examining 
the extraordinary scene before them, which is, to a certain extent, 
indicated by the accompanying Illustration. But to the right a emall 
domestic building indicates the proximity of a kind friend and a 
most liberal one, who has already stepped forward in aid of this un- 
fortunate church. Thiseis the lodge to the residence of G. Hussey 
Packe, Esq., M.P. for the southern division of Lincolnshire, who, 
by engaging to undertake a —_ portion of the necessary repara- 
tion expenditure, has induced the parishioners not only to repair 
generally but to enlarge their church, they having agreed to raise 
a sum of £3000 for this purpose. ‘They have sent to Mr. G. G. Scott, 
the architect, to pay an immediate visit of inspection to the scene of 
this disaster ; and we doubt not but that before long this fine speci- 
men of medieval architecture will be restored to even more than 
its previous beauty. 

Mr. Packe has fately presented an excellent clock to this church, 
by Dent, which we are sorry to say has been damaged; but none 
of the monuments—of which there are several erected in honour of 
the Hussey family—have been injured materially; and even the 





surcoats, bannerols, and helms suspended above them have escaped 
all harm, and will, we trust, be soon again restored to their places 
after they have been cleaned and repaired, so as to point to the kind- 
hearted liberality of their descendant, who is a worthy representative 
of the Hussey family. 








CHRIST CHURCH, HAMPSTEAD. 


Tus elegant church, of which the architect was Mr. Dankes, is 
situated on the edge of Hampstead-heath, and was consecrated by the 
late Bishop of London in March, 1852. A legal district is assigned 
to it from the parish of Hampstead. There were at first 1006 sittings, 
all on the ground floor, of which 346 were free ; but in 1858 it was 
enlarged by the erection of a west-end gallery, containing 200 addi- 
tional seats, built expressly for the working classes. Two thirds of 
these seats are let to them at ls. a quarter, the rest being free; we 
mention this as we are persuaded the plan is worthy of trial in other 
parishes. This gallery was designed by Mr. George Gilbert Scott, 
who is a member of the congregation, and it is one of the few 
instances in which a gallery from its exceeding lightness and beauty 
has rather improved than marred a Gothic church. The total cost 
of the church, schools, and parsonage, was £14,900 ; which sum was 
almost entirely raised by members of the congregation. A few weeks 
after its consecration, the present Bishop of Norwich, Dr. Pelham, 
became incumbent, and, on his removal in April, 1855, to the parish 
church of St. Marylebone, was succeeded by the present clergyman, the 
Rev. E. H. Bickersteth. The population of the district, whichincludes 
the larger portion of Hampstead-heath, is about 3000 souls.

THE ABBEY CHURCH 
or 
BURY 8T. EDMUNDS. 
Tae town of B is, perhaps, 
the most re le in the 


eastern counties in = to 
architectural remains. is is 
such as might be expected from 
the existence of its forty churches 
and chapels at the time of the 
Dissolution, from the great wealth 
of its abbey (its annual income 
being estimated at nearly half a 
million sterling of our present 
money), as well as from the length 
of time (519 years) it remained 
in the hands of the Benedictines. 
The famous abbey church was 
supposed to have m egual in 
grandeur to St. Peter’s at Rome, 
in some respects, and the Abbot's 
authority was almost as great as 
that of the Monarch of the Vati- 
can, for no Bishops could inter- 
fere with him, and mass might 
be celebrated in this church even 
if all the rest of the kingdom was 
under excommunication. 

The dimensions of the abbey at 
Bury St. Edmunds are thus given 
in a work just published by the 
Rev. Mackenzie Walcott, en- 
titled “The Minsters and Abbey 
Ruins of the United Kingdom” :— 
‘The grand minster was cruci- 
form, 506 feet long, with two 
lateral octagonal towers. 30 feet 
in diameter, in the west front : 
an apsidal chapel stood, es at 
Ely, attached to either tower, one 
that of St. Faith, the other St. 
Katherine’s: the church had a 
central lantern ; a nave of thirteen 
bays, 196 feet by 83 feet; a tran- 
sept 241 feet long, with an eastern 
aisle and apsidal chapels beyond ; 
a choir of five bays, with a cir- 
cular apse, the shrine of St. 
Edmund being to the east, and 
chapels closing the eastern part 
of each aisle : it was built of flint 
and boulder, cased with Barnack 
stone.” 

Tothe same excellent little work 
we are indebted for the following 
historical details concerning the 
abbey :—‘‘Sigibert in 633 resigned 
the crown of the East Angles and 
became a monk in this house. In 
908 the body of King Edmund 
was translated hither from Hoxne, 
where he had beep slain by the 
Danes in 870. In 1020 King 
Canute placed here Benedictines 
from Hulme and Ely, and offered 
his crown at theshrine. On St. 
Luke's Day, 1032, Agelnoth, the 
Primate, consecrated the newly- 
finished choir. Abbat Baldwin 
reconstructed the church, which 
was completed in 1095. Edward 
the Confessor always dismounted

within a mile of the abbey and 
entered it on foot. Richard I. 
visited the shrine before he wen 
to the Holy Land. Hen 
came to pay the vows which he 
made during a terrible storm. 
Eustace plundered the abbey and 
died in it on St. Laurence’s Day, 
11533. II. was crowned 
here May 19, 1157. He carried 
the banner of St. Edmund on 
October 27, 1173, against the 
Ear] of Leicester and his Flemings 
when he won the battle of 
Fornham, St. Genevitve. King 
John was here in 1201 and 1203, 
and Henry IIl. on several occa- 
sions, and carried off, for his life 
time, the splendid jewels which 
Queen Eleanor had given to the 
shrine. Atthe marriage of Coeur 
de Lion and Berengaria, the 
monks, pleading poverty, sent in 
a gold cup which had been given 
by Henry II.: this was claimed 
as ‘queen-gold’ by Queen 
Eleanor out of a heap of treasure 
and restored. In 1214 this King 
was compelled by the nobles and 
clergy to swear before the high 
altar that he would abrogate the 
Norman laws. In 1216 the 
Dauphin Louis plundered the 
abbey and took away the saint's 
body. Othobon, the Legate, in 
the presence of the King, here in 
council, February, 1267, excom 
municated the rebellious Barons, 
Edward I. with Queen Eleano 
performed, in 1275, a vow of pil- 
mage here, made in the Holy 
nd, and with his Queen visited 
St. Edmund's shrine no Jess than 
five times in the course of his 
reign. King Edwatd II. ke 
Christmas here in 1326. Tn 
September his Queen, his son 
Edward, and Sir John of Hainault 
arrived here with their troops hal 
dead with cold and hunger, aving 
landed four days previously on 
the Suffolk coast. In 1327 the 
abbey suffered great damage from 
an assault by the townsmen, 
which was suppressed by military 


force. In 1381 Jack Straw 
attacked the abbey and slew the 
prior. Edward III. visited tho 
shrine; Richard II. and his 


Queen spent ten days here, 
1388; Henry VI. was a guest in 
1433 from Christmas to St. 
George's Day; Henry VII. was 
here 1486; and Queen Elizabeth 
August 7, 1578. Parliaments were 
held in the refectory in 1296, and 
on Feb. 10, 1447, Shakspeare 
lays a scene here, 2 Hen, VI., 
act ii., sc. 3. Duke Humphrey 
was murdered in St. Saviour’ 
Hospital, which belonged to the 
abbey, February 24, 1447,” 
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THE LATE EDWARD R. WRIGHT. 


We this week present a Portrait of the late Mr. Wright, of the 
Adelphi, whose name is associated, nay, almost identified, with that 
of the theatre, and, as it were, the sign and symbol of its success. 
Mr. Wright and Mr. Paul Bedford, long in the ascendant, were the 
twin stars of that peculiar  ; nor could the acknowledged merits 
of Madame Celeste and Mr. Webster obscure their lustre, though 
shinirg in the same firmament. Mr. Wright was not originally 
intended for the boards, but for the counting-house, warehouse, or 
shop, as the case might have been; but the stage-stricken are 
seldom cured, and, though Mr. Wright's early attempts were not 
rospercus, the enthusiasm that bad been excited within him refused 
ber until had crowned its aspirations. He had 
determined “ to do or die;” to justify his pretensions, or ‘‘ perish 
in the attempt.” This is the mood of mind on which triumph 
naturally attends. The Queen's Theatre was the humble scene of 
his first ersays. After matriculating at Birmingham, he made his 
débit, in 1837, at the St. James's, and was soon declared by 
the public to be a low comedian of the true ludicrous type. His 
subsequent career belongs to the Adelphi, the Lyceum, and the 
Princess’. He was engaged both by Mr. Maddox and Mr. Kean; 
under the latter he was unfortunate. At the Adelphi, as we 
have said already, he was, so to speak, the genius of the 
place. Mr. Wright had his faults as an actor. Mannerism 
was, in his later days, his besetting sin ; but for this we can make 
every allowance, for mannerism is frequently a concomitant of 
enius, and indicates its limits. Great liberty was allowed to Mr. 
right on his own stage, and he sometimes abused it to a consider- 
able extent. It is, in general, the low comedian’s privilege to gay, 
and sometimes Mr. Wright would indylge his audience with 
irrelevant interpolations for several minutes, while the action of the 
play stood still. What then? The house meanwhile was in a 
roar of laughter. He was guilty, too, of the vice of exaggeration, 
and was fond of expanding character into caricature. He was 
fond, likewise, of minute and literal renderings—most careful in 
regard to costume, and would carry a personal habit of body or 
peculiarity of speech through an entire part with persistent con- 
sistency. In all this, and to a greater extent than is suspected, Mr. 
Wright was an artist ; nevertheless, it is undeniably true that his 
success with the public was owing to his natural fun. Mr. Wright 
was naturally a funny actor; his art consisted in his knowledge of 
the manner in which this peculiarity might best be turnel to 
account. He was great in sport; he enjoyed it himself, an com- 
municated that enjoyment to his audience. 








NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE.

Rueecll, the well-known Ties Correspondent, has been started, and will 
Frove, no doubt, a valuable organ to the two services. 


The Prilliant, 20, the second of the vessels selected by the 
Admiralty for the use of the Naval Coast Volunteers as training-ships, is 
now undergoing the neceseary alterations at Uhatham to adapt her for the 
service to which she will be applied. 

The performance of “ Charles II., or the Merry Monarch,” on 
Monday se'nnight, by the officers of Limerick garrison, at the Theatre 
Royal, in aid of the Winter Fuel Fund, was an cxeedingly brilliant and 

ighly successful affair.

ExroLtep Reserve Conrs.— The following proclamation 
in reference to a reserve corps was published in Tuesday's @azeite:— 
** Victoria R.— Whereas by an Act passed in the 22nd and 23rd years 
ef our reign, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the establishment of a 
Restrve Force of Men who have been in her Majesty's Service,’ we are 
autborised to cause to be enrolled for this purp»se any number not exceed- 
ing 20,000 men, who, after having served in our other forces, or in the 
forces of the East India Company, may voluntarily engaze to enter such 
reserve force; and, further, to make regulations concerning the term or 
terms of service of these men, and the declarations in relation thereto; as 
also regarding their pay and allowances. their arms, clotuing, equipment, 
and pensions, and for the government of the said force, and for the inflic- 
ticn of fines and penalties for absence or misconduct—our will and pleasure 
therefore is, that the following rules and regulations be established on these 
heads, and that all persons whom it may in any way concern do strictly 
observe and obey the same. Given at our Court at St. James's, this 9th 
day of December, 1859, in the 23rd year of our reign.—By her Majesty's 
command, Stoxry Hereret.” A number of regulations, for which we have 
not space, follow the proclamation,

Owrne to rather a heavy settlement of the Account, ihe withdrawal of 
about £50,000 in gold from the Bank of England for shipment to the Con- 
tinent, and the nnsettled state of the Paris Bourse, most Home Stocks have 
ruled very inactive this week, and prices have had a drooping tendency. 
Pending the uncertainty which exists in reference to the long-talked-of 
Congress on Italian affairs, and with the prospect of money for discount 
purposes becoming dearer, we may have increased sales of Moncey S:ock, 
more especially as it is understood that additional amounts of Indian 
wenfaced ” paper will be offered for sale during the present year. Tae 
amount disposed of in 1859 is estimated at over £7,000,000 sterling. 

The payment of the dividends has had the effect of increasing the supply 
of money for commercial purposes. The demand having become less 
active, we have to notice a slight decline in the rates in Lombard-straet 
where first-class short paper has been done ar 2} to 2} percent. Thre: 
months’ bills have been taken at u84; four months’, 23 to 3; and s'x 
months’ at 3} to 39 p:r cent per annum.

ALICANTE, 


ALICANTE, or Alicant (the Lucentum of the ancients), is a town on 
the south-east coast of Spain, and is important as being the only 
Spanish seaport in direct railway communication with the capital. It 
was consequently chosen as the point of embarkation for the troo 
en route from Madrid and the interior provinces to join the onal 
tion against Morocco. Alicante was formerly the residence of many 
English merchants and their families, but their number has of late 
years considerably diminished. The town is picturesquely situated 
under a castle-crowned rock, but the immediate environs are arid 
and unproductive. Alicante is situated in the province of the same 
name, which was formed, in 1834, of the southern part of the ancient 
kingdom of Valencia and the small portion of Murcia. 








BALL GIVEN AT EXETER BY THE OFFICERS OF THE 
9TH LANCERS.

PORTLAND, VICTORLA, 

Tae town of Portland, on the bay of the same name, in the 
colony of Victoria, is situated in 38deg. 20min. S. and 141 deg. 
40 min. E., about halfway between Melbourne and Adelaide, bein; 
distant from the former 234 and from the latter 300 miles. Althoug 
asa township it only dates from 1842, it is the oldest settlement | 
in the colony, having been occupied as a whaling station in 1833 ; | 
but the influence and enterprise of the Messrs. Henly, who arrived 
here in 1834, have been mainly instrumental in raising Portland to 
its present position. 

At a distance of twenty miles east stands the Julia Percy Island, 
about two miles in length from north to south, by one in width, and

rising to a height of from two to three hundred fect. It is fre- 
quented by seals. At a distance of about four miles from the town 
and one from the main stand the L:urence Rocks, These give the 
entrance to the bay a most picturesque appearance. There are two 
jetties : the old one is 600 feet long, and has a depth of water of 
eleven feet; the new one, built last year by Messrs. C. and D. 
Baillie, is a fine structure, most creditable to the contractors, and is 
910 feet long, with a depth of water of scventoen feet; so that 
coasting vessels and steamers come alongside and load or discharge 
without the risk and expense of transhipment and lighterage. The 
anchorage is good, with room for a hundred ships, end, with a break- 
water to break the force of the sia during storms from the south- 
east (the only expos d point, and from which there is very seldom 
a gale), the harbour would be the finest aad safest on the coast, and 
the only one fitted for a harbour of refuge on the whole south 
coast of Australia. The town riscs from the bay on a gentle 
slope, the streets running east and west and north and south. To 
the south of the old jetty are the Custom House, Post Office, 
Telegraph Office, Court House, and Gaol, a'l substantial stone 
structures ; to the east is the mouth of the fine Jagoon, which, 
bounding the south and part of the west sides of the town, yields 
an abundant supply of fresh water, and furnishes amusement to 
sportsmen by the numbers of wildfowl which frequent it. The lofty 
headland to the north is Whaler’s Bluff; the southern one, from 
which this View was taken, bears a flagstaff for signaling vessels, 
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near to which a lighthouse, thirty-five feet high, has been coa- 
structed. The public buildings are generally good, built of blus- 
stone: the English Roman Catholic Churches, with the Union Bank, 
the Bank of Australasia, and Mac's Hotel, are especially worthy of 


notice. 

The f s are being rapidly made good, and the streets mac- 
adamised, by the Municipal Council; while the Road Board are fast 
improving roads to the interior. A tramway has been com- 


menced—and eight miles made—to Hamilton (sixty mises), the centre 
of a fine tural district, already thickly settled by farmers ; 
but it is confidently hoped that it will be made a railroad at once, as 
the Government are believed to be favourable to the change, from 
the extreme lowness of its estimated cost, per mile, as com- 
pared with the expensive lines now making out of Melbourne. The 
climate is excellent, and a sea-bathing establishment has been 
recently erected at a cost of £1500. The population is about 4000.

The 
Towneley herd has had an accession in a Royal Butterfly bull calf 
from Violante, a daughter of Roan Duchess 2nd; and the dam of 
Mr. Eastwood's Rosette (winner of the two Irish cups last year) a 
heifer cAlf by Moleskin. Mr. Ambler’s herd is gradually becoming 
a perfect congress of infant Prince Talleyrands. The heifer calves 
from Lady Laura, Water Queen, Cassandra, and Necklace have been 
named Lunette, Ocean Queen, Cactus, ahd Necktie; and the bull 
calves from Rose Duchess, Acacia, and Florence are Royal 
Prince, Ashton, and Rifleman. ‘The whole of the seven are rich 
roans, and we believe that Ocean Queen (half brother to the Great 
pean) ant Royal Prince are at present the favourites for choice.

Tar ANNUAIRE OF THE Cosmos has just appeared. It contains 
a large amount of scientific matter, and is embellished with a chart (by M. 
Faye, the astronomer) of the course of the eclipse of the sun on July 18 
next. The price is only two francs. 


Proressor Owen, though suffering from cold, on Tuesday com- 
menced his course of lectures at the Royal Institution as Fullerian Pro- 
fessor. He particularly dwelt on the modes in which the evidences of 
evanescent things are preserved in strata, the marks of the claws of 
birds, &. 


Avrora Boreatis.—M. Poey, meteorological observer at the 
Havannah, Cuba, in a letter tothe French Academy, has signalised the 
remarkable coincidence of the simultaneous appearance of northern and 
southern aurorz on September 1 and 2 last. In Europe, as already noticed, 
and at Santiago, in Chili, South America. Southern aurore seldom appear. 
M. Poey’s letter appears in L’/nstitut. 

Tae Emisston of Licut From Prants has been affirmed by 
some, and denied by other, authors. A Swedish botanist, M. Th. Fries, has 
recently published some observations on the subject. While walking in the 
Botamcal Gardens at Upsal one summer night, about ten o'clock, he perceived 
sparks of light emitted from some of the flowers among a bed of poppies, 
and also on another night from the flowers of the common lily. Oa fol- 
lowing evenings these phenomena were witnessed by another professor of 
Upsal, M. Lindblad, amd on successive evenings by many other persons. 
No explanation of these phenomena (which have excited much attention) 
has as yet been given. ’ 


Naturat History.—The Zoological Society of London have 
just issued anew part ef their illustrated Proceedings, containing beau- 
tiful and interesting plates printed in colours, among which may be 
specially mentioned tae Ornithorhynchus, the Plectopterus, the Vireo 
Josephz, and some new species of silk-producing moths from India. The 
new part of the Transactions of the Linnean Society contain many interesting 
pa . We would note Dr. Seeman’s ‘*Synopsis of the Genera Camellz 
and Thea (Tea),” and most particularly Dr. Joseph D. Hooker's contribution 
on the origin and development of the Pitcher, of that remarkable plant the 
Nepenthes, with an account of some new Bornean plants of that genus. The 
plates are exceedingly interesting. Dr. J. B. Hicks continues his remarks 
on the organs of the antennz (or feelers) of insects; and Mr. G. Bentham 
describes and illustrates a new species of Henriquezia, a beautiful plant 
discovered by Mr. Spence in Brazil and Venezuela, 


Proresson Farapay’s Caristmas LECTURES aT THE RoyAL 
InstiTuTION.—In the third lecture (on Wednesday, the 4th inst.) the con- 
sideration of the attraction of cohesion was resumed, and its modification and 
destruction, by the application of the powers of heat and chemical affinity, 
demonstrated. A rea-hot bali on a block of ice changed a portion of the 
ice successively into the liquid state, as water, and the gaseous state as steam. 
Some iodine was heated by which its beautiful purple vapour was produced. 
A freezing mixture (ice and salt) was used to show that the heat, absorbed 
by the ice becoming liquid, caused the vessel containing it to become so 
cold as to freeze to the board on which it stood. By the voltaic battery 
water was decomposed into its elements, the gases oxygen (eight parts) 
and hydrogen (one part). Their chemical affinities were shown by their 
recombining and becoming water on receiving a charge from the electrical 
apparatus termed a Leyden jar. Oxygen is much heavier than hydrogen, which 
isthe lightest element in nature. Oxygenisthe greatsupporter of combustion, 
while hydrogen is itself combustible. The lecture was concluded by several 
brilliant experiments—viz., burning iron filings, a wax faper, and other sub- 
stances in jarsof oxygen. In the fourth lecture,oxygen and hydrogen were 
again brought forward as illustrations of the powers of chemical affinity. 
Hydrogen was obtained from diluted sulphuric acid (oil of vitriol) in which 
pieces of zinc were placed. The oxygen in the water combined with the 
zinc, and the hydrogen was thus set free. The lightness of hydrogen 
(the gas = in balloons) was shown, a soap-bubble filled with it 
rising rapidly to the ceiling. Mr. Faraday inhaled the gas and blew 
it into the soap-bubble—foo vy ay an experiment for boys ; as even Sir 
Humphry Davy nearly lost his life by breathing this gas. The lecture was 
concluded by remarks on the beautiful phenomena of combustion, illustrated 
by burning gun-cotton, gunpowder, ether, and coal.gas and various coloured 
fires. The protuction of water by combustion (by the hydrogen of the substance 
burnt combining with theo xygen in theair)was demonstrated, anda summary 
was givenof the phenomenaof heat, its sources, and powers of expansion, &c. 
The fifth lecture (on Friday) was devoted to electricity and magaetism. 
The distinction between these forces and gravitation and cohesion was 
poiated out. The phenomena of electric excitement and the consequent 
attractions and repulsions were shown and familiarly explained. Some 
strips of paper (suspended as a large tassel from the ceiling) brought into 
connection wi e machine at first attracted and then immeaiately repelled 
each other. The rapid conduction of electricity compared with that of heat 
was demonstrated ; and wasfurther illustrated by Professor Faraday standing 
on an insulated stool, and, connecting himself with the electric machine, 
a spark from his knuckles set fire to a jet of gas. Magnetism was intro- 
duced by showing the powers of a piece of natural loadstone and of a large 
horseshoe magnet. A lathe of wood balanced on a watch became an indi- 
cator of the dual power of some bar magnets—one end of each repelling 
the indicator, the other attracting. The centre of the magnets was 
shown to be neutral; yet when one was broken in the middle the new 
ends exhibited similar powers of attracting and repelling (termed polarity). 
On Saturday the course was concluded with the delivery of the sixth lecture, 
the subject being voltaic electricity and electro-magnetism. The powers 
of the voltaic battery, as Professor Faraday demonstrated, are due to the 
exertion of the chemical affinities of two metals and the acid and water 
employed inits construction. The metals zinc and cepper were selected for 
this purpose. The identity of the electricity produced from this battery with 
that generated by friction, though different in degree, was clearly shown by 
experiments. The action of the latter is evanescent, that of the former is 
continuous—as shown in the electric telegraph, &c. The points of a power- 
ful Grove’s battery were applied to a piece of charcoal in a vacuum ; great 
light was produced, but the charcoal was not consumed—thus showing that 
the power was due to the action upon zinc in the battery. Pieces of 
platinum, silver, and iron wire were burnt by the heat produced by 
chemical action conducted by the wire. The connection of this battery 
with acoil ef copper wire inclosing a core of soft iron gave the core great 
magnetic power—therefore termed electro-magnetic—in which, thus com- 
bined, the chemical, electric, and magnetic forces are able to overcome to 
a great extent the gravitating force, as was shown in many beautiful and 
interesting experiments. A large electro-magnet attracted bars of iron so 
powerfully that the utmost exertion of Professor Faraday’s strength could 
not separate them. By permission of the professor this interesting course 
of lectures will be reported in full in the new scientific weekly periodical, 
the Chemical News, in which is incorporated the Chemical Gazette. Two lec- 
tures, illustrated with woodcuts, have already appeared. 


Tae AmsterDAM CrystaL Patace.—We learn from the Builder 
that this building, which is now being erected on the site of the Utrecht 
Gate, from the designs of Mr. C. Outshoorn, architect, of Amsterdam, is to 
be a permanent structure, and will be a great addition to the architecture 
of that ancient city. The total length of the building is 412 feet; the 
general width, 172 feet; and the width at the transept, 224 fect. The 
skeleton of the building is emtirely constructed of iron; and, externally, 
woodwork is only employed for the main cornices, the rest being of iron 
also. The general plan consists of a nave, 64 feet wide, with side aisles, 
19 feet 6 inches wide ; a central transept-hall, 136 feet by 68 feet, with poly- 
gonal ends; and two side halls, each 150 feet by 34 feet, on each side of the 
nave; the side balls and vestibules at each end of the transept being sepa- 
rated from the nave and transept by close partitions and glazed iron gates. 
A gallery, 19 feet 4 inches wide, and 29 feet 6 inches above the floor level, 
is continued round the whole of the nave and transept, and communicates 
with saloons over the vestibules at the entrances. he total cost of the 
structure is estimated at £95,000. 


Discovery OF A New Pranet.—M. Leverrier, the discover of 
the planet Neptune, has just announced to the Academy of Sciences, Paris, 
the existence of another planet between Mercury and the Sun. In September 
last this distinguished astronomer communicated to the Academy an error 
in the motion of the perihelion of Mercury, which could only be explained 
on the assumption of another planet existing in the position indicated It 
appears, however, that the new planet, prior to the announcement of M. 
Leverrier, had been discovered several months ago by a physician, Dr. 
Lescarbault, at Orgtres (Eure-et-Loire) On the 26th of March last Dr. 
Lescarbault took an observation of the Sun, and observed a small round 
black spot pass over the Sun’s disc. This resulthe forwarded to M. Leverrier, 
accordi © whose calculations the chord described by the planet must 
have subtended an arc of 9 minutes and 17 seconds, so that the doctor, with 
his primitive oe. was only four seconds wrong. The doctor estimates 
the diameter of the new planet at 310 leagues, and the inclination of its 
orbit to the ecliptic at 12 degress. If such are its dimensions, it is likely 
that there are more planets still in that region. Its revolution round the 
Sun is performed in 19 days and 17 hours; in its greatest elongations ite 
distance from the Sun does not exceed 7 degrees, while Mercury’s maximum 
elongation is 25 a ww Benjamin Scott, City Chamberlain, states 
that he saw the body alluded to in 1847, and that it was seen by Mr. Lioft, 
an Englishman, in 1818, It is Mr. Scott’s opinion that there are at least two 
planets between Mercury and the Sun. 





THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Tre President of the United States has delivered his Message to Congress, 
although no Speaker has been yet elected in the House of Representativee. 
The following is a summary :— 

I firmly believe that events at Harper's Ferry, by causing the people to 

use ani reflect, will be the means, under Divine Providence, of allaying 

existing excitement, and preventing further outbreaks of a similar 
character. 

For the suppression of slavery all lawful means at my command have 
been employed, and shall continue to be employed, to execute the laws 
against the African slave trade. Those ed in this unlawful enterprise 
have been ly prosecuted, but not with so much successas the crimes 
have deserved. A number of them are under prosecution. 

The wisdom of the course pursued by Government towards China has 
been verified by late events. Sur treaty of peace and commerce with that 
empire, which was concluded at Tien-Tsin on June 18, 1858, was ratified by 
the President, with the advice and consent of the Senate, on the 2lst of 
December following. The ratifications of the treaty were afterwards, on 
the 16th of A exchanged in proper form in China. As the exchange 
did not take p! till after the day prescribed by the treaty it is deemed 
proper, before its publication, again to submit it to the Senate. 

Our relations with the great empires of France and Russia, as well as 
on the Centinent of Europe, unless we except that of Spain, happily con- 
tinue to be of the most friendly character. In my last annual Message I

While indulging the hope that no other subject remained which could 
disturb the relations between the two countries, the question arising 
out of the adverse claims of the parties to the island of San Juan, under 
the Oregon Treaty of June 15th, 1846, suddenly assumed a threatening 

rominence. In order to prevent unfortunate collisions on that remote 
rontier, the local Government was instructed that the officers of the 
territory should abstain from all acts on the disputed ground calculated 
to provoke any conflicts, as far as it could be done without implying 

e col on to the authorities of Great Britain of an exclu- 
sive right over the territory, and that the title ought to be 
séttled before either party should attempt to exclude the other by 
force, or exercise sovereign rights within the fairly-disputed 
limits. Much _ excitement prevailed for some time throughout 
that region. Serious danger of a collision between the parties was appre- 
hended. The British hada large naval force in the vicinity, and it is an 
act of simple justice to the Admira! on that station to state that he wisely 
forbore to, commit any hostile acts, but determined to réfer the whole 
affair to his Government, and await their instructions. This aspect of the 
matter, in my opinion, demanded attention, to prevent any act of hostility 
from — Lieut.-General Scott was dispatched on the 17th of 
September last to take command of the United States’ forces if necessary. 


Considering the distance from the scene of action, and in ignorance 
of what ht have transpired on the spot before the General’s arrival, it 


was necessary to leave much to his discretion ; and I am happy to state 
theevent proved that this discret!on could not have been intrusted to a more 
competent officer. General Scott has recently returned from his mission, 
having accomplished certain objects, and there is no longer good reason to 
fear a collision between the force of the two countries during the existing 
negotiations. 

regret to inform you that there has been no improvement of the affairs 
of Mexico since my last Message, and I am again obliged to ask the earnest 
attention of Congress to the unhappy condition of that Republic. Outrages 
of the worst description are committed on persons and p . There 
is scarcely any form of injury which has not been suffered»by our citizens 
in Mexico during the last few years. We have been nominally at peace 
with that Republic ; but, so far as the interests of our commerce or of our 
citizens who have visited the country as merchants, shipmasters, or in 
other capacities are concerned, we might as well have been at war.

COLONEL PINCKNEY. 
Coronet F, G. A. Pinckney, C.B., was the only son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
George Pinckney, late of the 82nd Regi 
ment, and entered the British Army as 
Ensign in 1825 from the Military Col 
lege. He became Captain in 1836, Major 
in 1845, Lieutenant-Colonel in 1854, and 
Colonel in 1856. He served with his 
regiment in the Mediterranean, in 
Canada during the rebellion there, in 
Ireland, and at Monte Video. He was 
at the bead of his regiment during the 
Kafr War in 1846 and 1847, under the 
command of General Sir George Berke- 
ley, K.C.B., and in the Kaffir Wars of 
1851, 1852, and 1853, under the command 
of Lieutenant-General Sir H. G. Smith, 
G.C.B., and Sir George Cathcart, K.C.B. 
He was present at the passage of the 
Great Kie River in 1851, when he corn- 
manded his regiment—the 78rd.

THE FUNERAL OF LORD MACAULAY. 


ON Monday the mortal remains of Thomas Babington Lord Macaulay 
were, with due honour and cere- 
mony, deposited in Westminster 
Abbey, there to rest, side by 
side, with the ashes of a gloricus 
company of Evgland’s departed 
werthies. 

Shortly before twelve the pri- 
vate procession was forme: at 
the deceased Peer's residence, 
Holly Lodge, Campden Hill. 
The family cortége consisted of 
a hearse drawn by six horses, 
three mourning-coaches, an 
a brougham; and the chief 
mourners were the Rev. J. 
Macaulay and Mr. Macaulay, 
jun., C. L, Macaulay, Esqg., and George Trevelyan, Esq. The pro- 
cession, after leaving Holly Lodge, turned down Campden Hill, and 
entered the main road of aatanten. Here a coasiderable number 
of persons had gathered, and by their demeanour testified their sense 
of the greatness of the Joss which the nation had sustained. The 
shops were nearly ail partially closed, and as the procession passed 
on the bell of Kensington parish church tolled in solemn recognition. 
Having received a considerable accession of followers in its progrevs, 
the procession continued its route by Kensington Gardens, where 
crowds of persons lined the railings, gazing with deep interest on 
the scene. By the time that Knightsbridge was reached, the public 
character of the ceremony became clearly marked. At Hyde Park- 
corner there was a dense throng of persons; and here the carriages 
of noblemen and others, in accordance with the arrangements, 
swelled the procession, now no longer private, but an imprevsive 
testimonial to the character and genius of the deceased. he pro- 
cession was now of an enormous length, probably a hundred vehicles 
having been added to it, and as it continued down Grosvenor-place 
the spectacle was one of imposing solemnity. Here, too, a long line 
of carriages was drawn up by the roadside, partly to allow the 
cavaleade to pass, and partly, no doubt, to afford the occupants 
au opportunity of witnessing its passage. On the steps and at 
the windows of the houses were also a large number of spectators. 
The route from Grosvenor-place was through Lower Grosvenor-place 
into Victoria-road, which was entered at twenty-five minutes to one, 
by Buckingham Palace, and through Birdeage-walk. In the path- 
way of St. James’s Park skirting this thoroughfare were large bodies 
of spectators, who became increasingly numerous as the procession 
neared Georye-street. 

When the hearse reached the abbey the coffia was received by the 
pallbearers and the numerous friends of the deceased historian who 
bad congregated at the door of the cathedral. A procession was 
then formed in the following order :—

Sixteen Boys of the Choir 
The Sub- Dean. 
Canons—Repton, Jennings, and Cureton

Close behind the coffin, in order, followed the mourners. 

The congregation included distinguished representatives of both 
Houses of Parliament, of the clergy, of literature and science, the 
bar, the army and navy, and other leading professions. 

The service was commenced by the Rev. Canon Jennings. As the 
coffin was borne onwards to the choir the choristers sang the fine 
composition of Purcel], “I am the Resurrection and the Life.” 
‘And now (says the London correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian) the coffin halts under the doorway of the choir—the 
choristers, and the Dean and Sub-Dean, and Canons, and the 
mourners, and the pallbearers, have taken their places—and the 
sweet and solemn words of St. Paul have been read, and again the 
organ h1s rolled out the massive music of Spohr’s * Blessed are the 
dead that die trusting in the Lord.’ Once more the coffin is lifted 
up, and, turning aside to the right, by the southern aisle, the sad 
procession wends its way—the ctoir chanting Purcell’s pathetic 
anthem ‘ Man that is born of woman’ amid a gradual swaying of 
the crowd nearer and nearer to the barriers, and a standing on tip- 
toe, or stool, or bench, or lectern, or any other foothold that may 
aid the sight. And now the Dean has taken his place at the head of 
the grave—the Sub-D2an at the foot—the coffin has been lowered 
into its resting-place, the earth flung upon the lid, dust has been 
assigned to dust, and ashes to ashes, amid sorrow—mute or loud, 
hidden or visible—while a sad, sweet, Handelian chant—‘ His body 
is buried in peace, but his name liveth for evermore ’—attunes ali 
hearts to the solemn mood that befits the occasion. All is over. 
The mourners have looked their last, and gone home in their sorrow. 
The pallbearers, the Ministers and nobles, the Viceroy and Secretary 
for Ireland, the Home and Foreign Secretaries, and the others who 
have stood by their side near the grave during the ceremonial, aro 
passing back through the crowded aisle; and the solemn strain of 
‘The Dead March in Saul’ makes a fitting accompaniment for the 
long line of hushed spectators that now defiles from the transept and 
the choir to cast a parting glance at Macaulay’s coffin in its grave. 

The outer coffin, which is of polished elm, contains a leaden coffin 
and ashell. The coffin lid is in three compartments, the upper one 
bearing on an engraved plate the arms of the deceased Peer. The 
second compartment contains the following inscription :—‘ The 

tight Honourable Thomas Babington yy ee Macaulay, of 
Rothwel), born 25th Oct., 1800. Died 28th ., 1859." At the 
lower part of the lid is a small shield with the initials of the deceased 
Peer, ‘‘T. B. M.” The coffin is ornamented with massive gilt handles, 
three upon each side, and one on each end, surmounted with coronets, 
and the surface is covered with black silk velvet, and is decorated 
in the usual style of fineral ornamentation. :
